Many New 4ealanders who have never 
been away from the islands’ shores, and 
whose parents likewise were born in. the 
Dominion, still spewk of Enelaml as 
“hornet,” 


A MUSEUM OF NATURAL WONDERS 


Here in an area approximately the sine 
of Colorado ore grouped the snow-mantled 
peaks of a Switzerland, geysers of a Yellow- 
stone, volcanic cones of Java and Japan, and 
the Jakes of Italy; the mineral springs of 

Ceechosloyvakia, fords of Norway, seacoast< 
a Maine and California, and waterfalls 
higher than Yosemite.

‘THE LONG, HEIGHT LAND" 


The Moris were the first-known cole- 
nists of these southern islands, Guided 
only by the stars and a knowledge of the 
winds and ocean currents, they boldly 
piloted! their slender double canoes from 
their homeland of “Hawaiki” (probably 
Tahiti and the Cook Islands) to the shores 
of New 4ealand in the fourteenth century, 
Legend credits them with having followed 
the sailing directions of the famous Paly- 
nein navigator, Rupe, who is sal to have 
preceded them by 400 years (see page 175). 

To the new land they gave the Iilting, 
vewel-studded name, sle-feg-reg, which ti 
variously translated as “The Lone White 
Cloud,” “The Land of Long Dawvlight,” 
and “The Long, Brisht Land.” 

Here they lived, increased, warred against 
each other, and cultivated their taro and 
the more important fumare, or aweel po- 
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tute, which they brought with them, Then 
Cpe whalers, missionaries, and traders: 
and colaniats arrived with Punpuwele, on 
flicting social standards, andl the desire to 
came out new homes. 

Protracted Alwori wars, contested land 
claims, the discovery ol cold, land booms. 
and a heavy dey reasie iNew APTN 
passed through them all before she settled 
eqyuililritim, 

With its 221,300 people Auckland today 
has more than twiee the British population 
ol the whole country in Lhe murly 
the lastccentury, As a-ship nears the end 
of its 6,000-mile jourmev from the west 
coast of the United States, or the 1|.200.- 
nile span from Austrafia, it skirts the 
slands that stud the cobalt waters of

Aericulture wis the mk to which the 
Sew #ealand colonists first directed their 
efforts, but in the passing years they 
have came to rely more ond more on pas- 
loral enterprise. An experimental ship- 
ment of frozen meal sent to Eneland. in 
FS82 pointed the way out of a Bane 
flepression that bad followed the colla 
Of a land boom, 

Today New Zeoland butter 
dairy products. have allauined 
(istribution, CH more than 4.500.000 cat- 
tle paaturing on the land, nearly half are 
dairy stock. More than 28,000,000 sheep 
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New Zealand the world's seventh largest 
sheep-producing country and the fifth larg- 
est in wool production (see Color Plates A 
and MIT). 

Near the littl town of Mercer was the 
ald frontier between Mmori and colonist. 
The whole region i historic ground, for 
here in [863-4 the Maori warriors tested the 
best mettle of the British troops and long 
made pioneering a perilous venture. 

Today, instead of o battleground, the 
district isa peaceiul, English-flayored coun- 
trvside, Upon a hill now stumds the S41. 
Stephens Maori Boys College, where Mairi 
youths are being trained for useful pur- 
suits. 

Just beyond Hamilton, the lanest pro- 
wincil town in Auckland Province, we tan 
into peat fires that were smoldering antl 
tating into the black sol in muny places. 
The continued dry, het summer. weather 
had caved an outbreak of many of these 
destructive fires, Choking, pungent smoke 
hung ina heavy pall over the district, and 
when | returned weeks later the fires were 
still burning on many fronts and countless 
acres had been rendered useless. 

A few miles to the weet of the main 
road that leads te Te Kuiti are the fascingt- 
ing Waitomo Caves. 

ASGLOWWORM WONDERLAND 

As caves. these underground caverns do 
net elicit much enthusiasm, yet oo other 
caves that | have ever visited have made 
such o vivid impression upon ime. 

The reason hinges on a tiny worm—an 
unusual carnivorous plowwornm—scientifi- 
cally, the Bolefophela luminosz. 

The Glowworm (irotto is a magically un- 
canny spot. Floating along in o boat on 
the stillness of a subterranean stream, one 
lonks up at myriads of these tiny creatures, 
with their lamps alight, that cover the roof 
of the cavern like a dense, greenish-blue 
Milky Way. The placid surface of the 
river ule mirrors the constellations of 
anlendor, so that the whole underground 
tunnel becomes a glowing wonderland, 

Cradled in a filmy web, from which hang 
sensitive filaments seemingly beaded with 
tiny seer! pearls, the larvae lure tiny midges 
and other insects with their fantastic illumi- 
nitions (see illustration, pawe 177), When 
a victim touches the sticky threads and 
strugeles to get free, the glowworm, girl 
fisherman that he is, reels in his line and 
consumes the catch, 
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[tis said that any noise made by visitors 
would couse the insects to éxtinguish their 
tiny tail lights. But | venture to say few 

#can vouch for that fact, because the 
weird spectacle issuch that even the noisiest 
are silenced in awe, 

Indeed, this unique glowworm feature, 
peculiar to the Waitome Caves, is much 
more memorable than any display of sta- 
lactites and stalagmites, however fantastic 
and colorful, that I have seen. 

Leaving Waitomo, we sped on over un- 
culating country, Uwisted through hills, and 
looped through the winding Awnkino Val- 
ley to the seacoast, 

THE Uy OF THE TSLAsnhs 

Far beyond, stately Mount Egmont rose 
like a misty Japanese Funsan pattern on 
azure silk. The resemblance of Egmont 
to the Japanese landmark increases as one 
nears it, In traveling down the cnast aver 
Mount Mesienger toward New Fiymouth, | 
could Well imagine myself again on the his- 
toric east seacoast roule in Japan (see Color 
Plate VIL, and ithistration, page 194), 

Later, as wi skirted around its base, past 
cultivated Gelda and rolling pastoral londs 
beyond New Plymouth, its similarity to 
Fuji persisted, even to the volcanic knob 
on one side of its slopes that destroys the 
perfect avymmetry of the isolated cone, 

Maoris call Mount Eemont Taranaki,” 
and that name has been given to the prov- 
ince, Another papular term for the majestic. 
spent vyileano if “Pukeso-Naki,” because: of 
the rich Macri comparison af its graceful 
lines to those of a beautiful Maori woman. 

During the "Toranaki War of 1860, the 
mountain serve! as an emblems on the 
Maori flay and its slupes provided them 
refuge. (Countless folk tiles cluster about 
its summit, which for several months of 
the vear ls montled in snow, us is the peak 
of sacred Fiji.

A LAND OF SUNSHINE ANID FRUIT 


The Nelson district boasts of both its 
sunshine gnc its fruit. Tt is the sunniest 
spurt in all New Adland, with an average 
of 2.504 hours annually. or nearly seven 
hours of Old Sal's rays for every day of the 
year. In record years tt has reached eight 
hours a cay. 

In fertile soil and under sunny skies, 
orchards and gorcens thrive, [t is the 
country of large apple orchards, bop gar- 
dens, and vineyards, 

“Nelson is the pleasantest of places to 
live in,” said one resident. “My wife and | 
came out to New Zealand with only a few 
pounds In our purse. We found Nelson, 
loved it, and have lived comfortably in its 
stishine. Any song of New “Aeuland must 
have more thun a few notes on Nelson.” 

And that seems to be the popular opinion 
of most of the people in the fruitful district, 

South of Nelson there is attractive moun- 
tain and valley scenery, culminating in the 
Buller Gorge. 

“Remember, this is Ac-tea-roa, the Land 
af the Long White Cloud,” laughed Coak, 
ns our speeding car threw wp a dense cloud 
of dust in our wake. 

For more than 60 miles the road toward 
Westport passes along the sinvous, rushing 
Buller River that. flows between bold 
wooded mountains, In many places the 
road clings to a narrow ledge that has been 
carved along the slopes of the range. 
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A sheepherder was having countless dift- 
culties alriving his larve flack alone! the 
roadway. No sooner would he get then 
safely around one motor car than another 


would come along, and the task would 


have to be done all over again. 

At the Inangahua Junctlon, where we 
stopped! for gasoline, | asked a youre 
worn which was the beat road to Grey- 
mouth, 

“This way for scenery.’ she replied, with 
a wave of her hand westward toward the 
coast, “and that way for speed,” as her 
hard indicuted the inland route through 
Reefton. 

We took the scenic way, which lel at- 
other thirty miles through the majestic 


gorge to the litth: coaling town of Westport, 


and thence on down the mountainous coast - 
line of Westland, 

Considersble coal exists alone: this re- 
iin Of the weet coast, About 46 per cent 
of the nearly two million tons that. are 
mined each year in New Aealand comes 
from Westland, the most important field 
heing north af Westport, 

Westlaml once was also a gold-mining 
center, and produced many exciting stories 
durin the rush davé of the GO's: a few 
ghost towns reveal that the “good old 
days” have pased.

THE (UEST OF THE GREENSTONE 

To Westland alse came the Maoris to do 
their mining, if such you can call their 
quest of greenstone, The nephrite, or 
pone, was as much sought alter by the 
Alaoris of old as later was gold by the white 
PYiek TL, 

The Arahura River between Greymouth 
and Hokitika has been an important seurce 
af this vréenstane, and the Muaoris came 
from all over North and South Islaniis 
fo secure it, either by barter with Iocal 
chieftains or by expeditions up the snow- 
fed river. . 

From the stone the Maoris carved the 
little figures. or (dur, that are worn as 
charms on their necks. So prized were the 
ornaments and weapons fashioned from 
this jewel stone that the Maori made the 
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NEW ZEALAND “LAWN ENDER” 


Arahura River and o little bay o few miles 
north of Greymouth (4 source of unusually 
hard stone} sacred places, 

Westland'’s chief interest to the visitor 
Ties in its scenic attractions. It is a land 
of lakes, moutitains, glaciers, aml dense 
bushland. 

Because of the high backbone of the 
Southern Alps, which extend the whole 
Jenrth of South Island, moisture-laden 
clouds, sweeping mcnmss the Fasman Sea, 
droge their heavy burden in Westland, 
Some sections hove more than 200 inches 
af rainfall annually. Consequently, vege- 
tution is luxuriant. Tree fers grow to 
magnificent proportions on the densely 
wooded slopes-and in the humid valleys. 

Through nearly a hundred miles of this 
sunspeaired bush, we motored southwest 
from Hokitika to Woiho Gorge, near the 
base of the Franz Josef Glacier. 

As we swung around a bend in the roar 
where we could see the sparkling white 
ribbon af the glacier dipping dawn into the 
hush in the gorge from the perpetual snows, 
storm eS | heman boiling on the snowy 
peaks. And by the time we hod sat down 
ti oa belated lunch at the hotel it had al- 
ready begun to rain, 

Pour is a better word. For thirty hours 
the rains came down without halt, It 
almost seemed! that Waiho was getting its 
full quota of tain all at once, Thunder 
boomed and echoed in the mountains. Tor 
two more days it alternated between rain 
and fog, 


A GLACIER: THRUSTS [OWN TO SUR 
TROPICAL SSH 


But the Fronz Josef Glacier ancl its back- 
cround of taountains is worth waiting long 
to dee ona Clear day. Dt is one of the most 
remarkable glaciers in the world. Slip- 
ping down from a large snow field al more 
than 8,000 feet, it terminates in subtropical 
bush, only 700 feet above sea level. ATove- 
ment in its wpper reaches if remarkably 
rapid, 15 or more feet a day. 

Airplane flights have proved a popular 
method of seeing this eight-mile long river 
of bluish-preen ice, pressing down among 
hills that are aflame in January with tet 
flowering rata trees (see Color Plate XV), 


With Captain Mercer, 1 flew over the 


glacier and looked out toward the «naw 
fields and bold Alps, and T also went with 
him .on the initial air-mail route In New 
Zeuland, 
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This mountlainews meagion is hardly suited 
for fying, but the captain hops: here and 
there, landing on graveled river flats and in 
pastures to deliver mail or to land miners 
and other passengers alung the coast. 

Kefore we could land at the airpert in 
Hokitika, we had to xoom down and 
irighten a flock of sheep off the ronway. 

The genial air pioneer is also the only 
fiving “paper boy” that T have ever met. 
On the afternoon flight from Hokitika to 


Waiho we carried the latest papers from 


Christchurch, and dropped them over the 


QCecasionally some recipient of this 
unique service may have to resort to a 
ladder to rescue his paper from the enves 
trough, but he can read the news a day or 
two sooner than if heowere to rely on the 
regular postal delivery, 

Seventeen miles from Waihe, by roail 
around the rata-splashedl mountains, is Fox 
Glacier, longer, tore twisting, and descend- 
ing even lower than the Franz Josef (see 
iustration, page 217). Here one comes 
almest to jourmey’s end, sv far as motor 
travel in Westland is concerned, | 

Mapwise,-a road spur, extending up the 
Tasman Valley toward the base of Mount 
Cook, is only about 17 miles inland in a 
straight line, But an §,800-foot pass of the 
Alps, engulfed in snow and ice, stands be- 
tween. And notching the sky in the region 
are the. hoary monarchs of Mount Cook 
(12,349 feet), Mount Tasman (11,467 
fect}, and Mounts Malte Brun, Sefton, 
Haidinger, and La Perouse (all towering to 
niore than 10,000 feet), besides a number 
of lesser peaks. 

Sa, to get that 17 miles, we had to travel 
hack to Hokitika, spiral up through the 
Otira Gorge, cross Arthur's Pass, descend 
to the Canterbury Plains and Christchurch, 
and thence motor southwestward into the 
lulls again—a wide cross-island loop, 459 
miles in all! 

Few places im contrasting New #ealanil 
reveal more striking changes than the jour- 
ney up the Oties Gorge and over Arthur's 
Pass (see Color Plate IX). On the Otira 
side of the puss the mountains-are densely 
wooded: above the -giant tree ferns, the 
rata flaunts ite masses of red blooms. But 
on the eastern slopes the land is barren, 
except for clumps of beech (locally called 
birch). 

Because a wide stream bed beyond the 
mountain saddle makes motoring somewhat

problematical, most people ship their cars 
by railway from Arthur's Pass station to 
Springheld, The braver do try it, how- 
ever, but usually rely on a regular towing 
Service Maintained at the river, Without 
the towing, one might pewotiate the wneer- 
tain bed successfully, but if nol, it may 
mean hours of delay, and what charges! 

From Springteid to the coast the land 
levels out into the vast Canterbury Plains, 
the richest agricultural territory in the 
country, For miles about Christchurch the 
land was a sea of rippling grain, ripe for 
harvest. Canterbury, too, has extensive 
pastoral lands upon which thousands of 
sheep are pastured. 

Traveling over the golden plains, with 
many Gf the fields set off by long rows 
of slender poplars, it is interesting to re- 
coll that the Scots, who founder Dunedin, 
massed! the Canterbury district by, becuase 
they thought that the low-lying land could 
not easily be won to agriculture, 

Yet here is produced four-fifths of the 
wheat grown in New Zealand, which in 
1934 totaled somewhat more than 10,000,- 
O00 bushels. 


The ctirative mineral waters and 


Large portions of New Zealand's oats, 
barley, peas, and linseed also are grown on 
these fertile plains, 

Christchurch is a transplanted Enylish 
town, The Anglican founders who came 
out in 1850 sought to create a Canterbury 
In New Acaland, which was to differ from 
the Canterbury in England only in that 
they were to have more physical comforts 
than in their old hore. 

So Christchurch has at its heart an Enz- 
Heh cathedral, with a spire towering alwive 
the central square, From this square raddi- 
ate streets bearing names of Anglican bish- 
oprics., The peaceful Avon, which me- 
wuiers back and forth through the city jo 
be crossed] by 26 bridges, is bortlered by 
English plants and trees. And about the 
heavy stone walls and corrulors of Canter- 
bury University College, where Rutherford, 
the famous physicist, once studied, clings 
the atmosphere of an English school (see 
Color Plate AWJ-and page 216). 

The “(City of the Plains” lies eight miles 
inland from the sea, but finds outlet for its 
trade through the near-by hill-girt port of 
Lyttelton (see Color Plate X1),

Southeastward, beyond the Bay of Port 
Lyttelton, extends the Banks Peninsula, an 
upthrost of volcanic peaks and old lava 
flows, now clothed with farms and foliage. 

This lant of hills and indented bays is 
of historic import, Within Akaroa Har- 
bor, a Jang tongue of water that penetrates 
deeply into the end of the peninsula, con- 
gregated whaling vessels from marty lands 
during the early years of the 19th century. 

In 1835, while on a whaling Venture, 
Captain L'Anglois became e¢namorel of 
the land and three years later agreed to 
purchase the whole peninsula from the 
Maoris, Upon bis return to. France, he 
ceded his rights to the Nanto-Bonrdtelaise 
Company for future French settlement. 

But on August 13, 1840, when the old 
Comptes de Parit, carrying emigrants, and 
iis accompanying frigate, L'’dahe, arrived, 
ine can imagine the dismay of the settlers 
and officers when they saw the Union Jack 
waving in the breeze. The British haul 
slipped in two days earlier and proclaimed 
the land as their own! 

French colonial dreams failed, but mem- 


ories of that mear-French land on South 
Island still cluster about many French 
rimes that hove been oftached to the at- 
tractive town of Akaroa and it environs, 

From Christechorch we sped down 
through the Canterbury Plains, turned inte 
the hills, and after mounting Burke's Muss 
came into the rolling plateny land of the 
Mackenzie country. 


A BULLOCK, A COLLIE, AND SHEEP 


Sheep grave the wide acres that stretch 
out toward the high Alps. From the be- 
cinning sheep have been linked with the 
name Mackenzie, 

The story is told that one “Jock” Miuar- 
kenzie, a Highland shepherd, was the first 
man to wander up into this high region antl 
ece its adaptability as a grazing land.

culties sometines encountered in sheep 
raising while doing hard labor in the Lyttel- 
ton gaol, 

Others, through more approved proce- 
dure, have since stocked the-ranges of the 
Mackenzie country, } 

Cupped within the hills are the milky- 
jade waters of Lakes Tekapo and Pukuki, 
aome fifteen milee apart, in their waters 
are suspended the sediments coming from 
the rock-orinditig talons of ice that stretch 
down from the Alpine snows. 

As we rounded Pukaki, a storm was brew- 
int on the hich ranges. A-strong gale was 
sweeping down the Tasman Valley and lit- 
ing the glacial dust like a heayy plume of 
smoke into the air, Mount Cook, the 
Aorangi, or Cloud Piercer,” of the. Maoris, 
and culminating masterpiece Of the Alps, 
was hidden from view. 

As we traveled up beside the lake the 
pride of the Alps became visible at one side 
of the banner of dust. Heayy seething 
clouds, however, were pouring over the 
passes anc] switling around the slopes of 
mujestic Acrangi, Only the upper tip of 
the shimmering pyramid reared into the 
blue sky above the storm that rode on the 
rain-heavy Tasman winds (Plate A011). 

We accomplished the last mile to the 
Hermitage over tussock lands amd through 
gravelly stream beds in the face of the hiss- 
ing wil andl driving rain, 

The barometer fell steadily, and the text 
morning fog and rain engulfed the valley. 
As the wind occasionally whipped aside the 
yell on the mountainsides, we could see 
that they were powdered white with newly 
fallen snow. 

But we were not to see the 14 peaks, 
rising to more than 10,000 feet, that are 
visible from vantage points in the locality 
on fair days. Nor wete we to obtain a 
glimpse of the several glaciers that fill the 
sharp defiles between the precipitous moun- 
tains of rock sand ice. 

So owe left the Hermitage and motored 
southward ta Oimarama, thence across to 
Qumary on the coast, and on down to Dun- 
edin, Practically all of the territory well 
on toward Qamaru is given over almost ex- 
clusively to pastoral pursuits. 

Near Kurow a hydroelectric dam has 
been built actress the Waitaki, a river that 
is often called the New Zealand Tweed, be- 
cause it forms the boundary tine between 
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the Enplish-settled Province of Canterbury 
and the Seottish<leveloped Otago (see 
Color Plate XIV), 

Below Ruirow the valley opens out mio 
a few fields and orchards. And ‘from the 
snick-and-span town of Oamaru, whenee 
comes the Ilmestone that is used exten- 
sively for building, to Dunedin the coun- 
try is a series of wheat fields and rolling 
his, 

Port Chalmers, snuguled in a-crescent ut 
the water's edge far below the hill road, 
an introduction to the eight-mile-long wind- 
ing harbor of Dunedin. 


AN EDINBURGH OF THE SOUTH 


Vet the view of Dumedin bursts upon one 
as a surprise, Like Wellington, it is built 
within un amphitheater of blue-green hills 
(see illustrations, pages 20! and 215). And 
as distinctively as Christchurch is English 
and Anglican, so Dunedin is Scottish and 
Presbyterian. 

Deliberately the settlers from the newly 
organized Free Church of Scotland, who 
atrived here in [S48, set out ta make the 
settlement a new Edinburgh (Celtic, Dun- 
eclin) of the South: Their passion for te- 
ligion and education made Dunedin a model 
colony for New “ealand. 

The city reflects solidarity, Its schools, 
law courts, university, and many other 
structures are built of stone as enduring as 
the rock-hewn capital of native Scotland. 

Qtago University was founded in 1869, 
the first institution of higher learning in 
New Zealand. Ut is now affiliated with the 
University of New Ziealond, to which slo 
are connected) Canterbury University Col- 
leze (Christchurch), Victoria. University 
College (Wellington), and Auckland Uni- 
versity College. 

Each of the colleres, besides providing 
the usual university courses, specializes m 
certain fields: Otago University has medli- 
cal and dental sthools, a school of mining 
and metallurgical engineering, and a school 
of home science: Canterbury has a school 
af engineering; Auckland has schouls of 
architecture, commerce, and engineering; 
while Victoria College specializes in low 
amd science. 

THE FARTHEST-S0UTH WORKADAY WORLD 
COMMUN TTY 

Dunedin has net grown as rapidly as 
have the other three large cities of the 
Dominion, but it now has a population of 
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68.500, [ts feet are firmly planted beside 
the hilly bay, rts commerce and finince te- 
main strong, anc the products of the Otago 
woolen mills are widely known. 

Southland, a former portian of Otago, is 
the southernmost region in the worked where 
varied activities of mankind are carried on, 
Magallunes; on the Strait of Magellan, 
claims the distinction of being the “south- 
etnmost city in the world,” but it owes Its 
prosperity principally to sheep. Invercur- 
will, standing on a plain at the lower tip 
of New Zealand, & a town of 21,200 peo- 
mle, and is surrounded by fertile farming 
larels, 

Much of the country’s wheat and oats 
not produced in Canterbury are grown here. 
Quantities of butter, cheese, wool, and meat 
wre usa produced in this far-south locality. 

Back in 186) gold was found in Otage 
(the discoveries, in Westland followed 
shortly afterward) and the inevitable rush 
bewain. Dirgers poured in from Australia— 
the averave was-a thousand a day. In three 
years the population of the Province hal 
been multiplied sixfold. But the boony days 
were fairly short-lived, 

As we motored up the Clutha River to- 
ward Queenstown and Membroke, we saw 
many of the old workings. Although fruit 
gardens around Roxburgh now grow be- 
side old tailing dumps, and agriculture or 
sheep raising employ mast of the residents, 
gold mining has pot entirely ceased, 

Recently, through the enhanced deniand 
for cold in world markets and through the 
system of subsitlies now granted from un- 
employment relief funds toward the as- 
sistance of miners, mining has had in- 
treased stimulus (see lustrations, page bo? 
and 195), 

Red-roofed Queenstown stands beside 
the long S-shaped waters of Lake Wakatipu 
that are henimed in by the jagged wall of 
The Remarkables and other mountain 
peaks, 5,000 to $,000 feet high. 
~ Lake Te Anau is larger, and Manapouri 
with its multitude of islands, is comsideted 
mote beautiful than Wakatipu. But the 
twisting Alpine lake, fifty-two miles long 
and in-some places more than two miles 
wide, preents a most satisfying picture, a 
study in deep, deep blue between the bold 
Mountain ramparts. 

Wakatipu is but one of the many lakes 
that Maoris claim were due by the mighty 
explorer, Rakaihaitu, who, with Paul Bun- 


yanlike propensities, strode down the length 
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of the ishimds and scooped out the deep 
trenches. The real Rakaihaitu, however, 
Was a vast plowing glacier—many glaciers 
—long since melted. 

There is a wonderland of New Zealand 
as yet ontouched by motor or train travel, 
It is the Fiordland which stretches for 200 
miles along the southern end of the west 
comet. Here the forces of Nature have torn, 
gouged, ntl shredded the rugged rock 
masses into a series of sounds, comparable 
to the fiords of Norway. 

Tf you would see this land you must re- 
sort to steamer cruise or try your legs on 
the trail. 

Lake Te Anau is the starting point for 
what is known as the “World's Wonder 
Walk.” Boats steam up the upper end of 
the lake and drop passengers off wt Glade 
House, whence begins the hike up the bush- 
mantle! Clinton Canyon, with mountains 
tawerine on either heaond. 


A STAGARA OF NEW ZEALANT 

The trail leads over Machinnon’s lass. 
past one of the world's hightst waterfalls 
(the Sutherland, whose waters plunge down 
in three leaps from the height of LOO 
feet™), and thence along other imposing 
mountain trails, Finally the tramp comes 
to an end at the bead of Milford Soutel. 

From the Milford waters rear sharp 
Mitre Peak (see pame 214) and The Lion: 
waterfalls leap over high walls that gird the 
deep tongue of the sound, and unspoiled 
bush clothes the land. Thoughts ot blis- 
tered heels or stiff muscles are fleeting, but 
the splenidors of the walk remain. 

Fight days are required for the trip, but 
in these cieht days one has walked 37 fas- 
cinating miles and traveled another 126 
miles by launch. 

But to return to Queenstown and the trip 
northward through Dembroke. Between 
the two towns i Vrown Range, crossed by 
a Zigeay highway, the highest motor road 
in New Zealand, Whihin the locality if 
Pembroke are the snow-fedl lakes of Wa- 
nike and Hawes, backed by the snowy AL 
pine peok of Avalanche and pyramidal 
Aspiring (see Color Plate XT).

As we left Pembroke we saw scores of 
rabbit carcusses hanging on the fences,

Rabbits were first introducer! into) New 
Zealand in the hope that they would be- 
come acclimatized and woulil provide rec- 
remtion for the sportsman, The hope was 
more than realize! 

With no natural enemles anid abundant 
food, the rabbits increased at an unbeliev- 
able rute, Sheep iarming faced disaster. 
logs, cats, stoats, weasels, poisons, traps, 
and guns—in fact, every known method of 
combuting: the menice—were employed to 
eradicate the pest, 

With drastic laws and a large expendi- 
ture by Partioment, the animal was brought 
under control, so that it is now relatively 
harmless. 

As we rolled northward over Lindis Pass 
and through golelen and reddish-tinted puis 
ture lands past Chnarama, the Alps assume! 
Unpressive proportions, could apprechite 
then the glorious range of snows that lay 
hidden bv the rain clouds on our earlier 
Visit, 

At a distance of more than fifty miles 
peerless Acrungi stood out boldly against 
the intense blue sky. From Lake Pukaki 
to an old glacial moraine near the base of 
the crystal-white peak, 1 climbed dozens of 
vantage points to photograph the entrancing 
views (see Color Plate AIT). 

The Tasman Glacier was of blinding 
whiteness, ‘This river of ice t& one of the 
largest glaciers in habitable cones of the 
world. It is more than 18 mites fond ond 


averages ao mile and s quarter inwidth, with 


ice 700 to 1,000 feet deep (see illustration, 
page 2087). 

How many miles | biked that day up 
and down slippery tussock-covered hills, | 
Hon't know, But even Cook owas weary 
hearing me shout: “Wait a minute, here's 
another picture!" 

When evening shadows had darkened the 
Ince of Sefton, the Footstool, and the 
Stocking Glacier, and the sunset had tured 
Mount Cook to a delicate rose color, | was 
tired. Later, os L changed color plates and 
hims, my curtain shade began whipping 
noisily, Tt was gnether westerly from the 
Tasman. Sea, bearing another deluge of 
rain. But I didn't care, 

In tettirming to Christchurch, we found 


that the grain on the Canterbury Plains 


was nearly all harvested and threshing was 
in full swing. But harvest time in New 
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Jealand is much the same asin the United 
Stites, as most of the machinery comes from 
America. 

From the Canterbury capital one can 
inater north to Picton dnd catch a boot 
there or can “ferry” directly to Wellington 
from, Port Lyttelton, We chose the latter. 

Tongariro. National Park, New #Zealanel's 
thermal wonderland, and many other things 
Still reriained on our roving itinerury. 

A FRETFUL VOLCAND 

Several rows lead from Wellington that 
will eventually bring one into the heart of 
North Island, But Ngeauruboe Volcano, 
we learned, was agin in eruption, following 
its heavy outburst i in December, 1934. So 
we took the most direct route, hoping to 
see the fretiul volcano in action. 

Only comparatively small puffs of steam 
were suing from the 7,515-font crater 
when we arrived (see pore 169), 

Some of the Maons, | was told, attribute 
ihe eruptions of Nvauruhee to the moun 
tain's nnger of the white man's intrusion 
into its demain to build a hotel, Chateay 
Tomeariro, which is now operated by the 
Government. 

Within Tongariro National Park also are 
Tongatiro ard Ruapehu. Ruapehu, to 
which the Muoris of old gave the name 
“Kesounding Chasm” is the highest peak 
in North [stand (9,175 feet), In ages 
past, before those resounding detonations 
blew out a mile-wide crater, it may have 
bern touch taller, The extensive lava 
saucer now i filled with snow and ice, ex- 
cept for an intermittently hot lake that is 
copped in one side of its clouble come (see 
page 1G), 


A FELEOWSTONE BELOW THE EQUATOR 


A few miles-nporth of these voloonic sen- 
tinels spreads triaut-stocked Lake Taupin,

tine come: first upon these weirdly at- 
tractive playgrounds of Nature at Wai- 
fakel, close beside the rushing Waikate 
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River, in Geyser Valley, a cleft between 
wooded hills, Champagne Cauldron is bub- 
bling: the Dragon’ $ Mouth spews scalding 
waters: The Twins boil, gurgle, and inter- 
mittently spout into heated activity; and 
The Prince of Wales’ Feathers lacks only 
the “Teh Dien” to make its phimed spray 
nf most realistic emblem. Several small 
pink terraces have also been built up by 
the cascading silica-laden waters. 

Three miles from this valley Karapiti 
Blowhole roars continually, letting off 
steam (estimated at 180 pounds’ pressure 
to the square inch) from its nearly Toot- 
wide mouth, like some overfired colossal 
locomotive (see illustration, page 179). One 
wonders) what the thermal ‘activity in 
North Island would be if this giant safety 
valve were not serving as an outlet to the 
tremendous underground pressures, 

At near-by Wairoa and at Waiotapu, 
neater Rotorua, are other interesting dis- 
plays of thermal activity. Only a few miles 
off trom the main road, too, 15 Waimangu 
(Hlack Water), which in 1900 suddenly 


came to life and shot mud and water 1,500. 


feet in the air, the world’s greatest rewser.* 

For eight years it had considerable ae- 
tivity, and then lapsed into a long period 
of quiet, Since then, it has awakened with 
heavy outbursts on several occasions, At 
the moment it is inactive, but no-one knows 
when the innocent pool may again tum into 
another caldron of wrath, 

The whole Rotorua district fs an inter- 
mingled infern und vernal pararlise, The 
New “Zealanders, however, have assisted in 
clothing the pumice-covered Jands with 
trees. State and private companies have 
planted thousands of acres to insignis pines 
throughout the locality, 

A FOREST BLOWN AWAY 

Afforestation projects include pot only 
the Rotorua district but also extensive 
operations in other localities as well. Ln 
North and South Islands the State has plan- 
tations totaling nearly 400,000 acres, while 
private companies, beginning in 1925, have 
more than a quarter of a million acres al- 
ready planted | 

Forests come and forests go, but none 
has ever gone quicker than the one which 
previous to 1886 clothed the top of Mount 
Tarawers, a grim old mountam that stands

just east of Tarawera Lake antl Roto Ma- 
hona. Without warning, in the eatly hours 
of June 10 im that year, the whole top was 
blown off by a violent yoleunie outlurst. 

With the forests and fying rock also went 
ail the water from Roto Mahana and the 
famed] Pink ancl White Terraces, For eight 
miles the earth was rent as if by a giant's 
cleaver. Mud, water, and volcanic ash 
showered the countryside, co covering some 
places to the depth of several feet, “i 
Maori settlements and the village of Wairon 
were buried under the rain of debris. 

Al the Maori village of Whakarewarewa 
I talked with an aged ass Worn who, 
is a young girl, perienced those 
awful hours of sncabarelaient (see Color 
Plate T11)}. The only one of her family 
to escape, she hall never gone back to 
the place again. But were she to retum 
she would see many changes, The scars- 
hive largely been healed, the countryside 
has again been clothed with verdure, but 
Roto Mahana is now 30 times larger ‘than 
it was before the eruption. The other lakes 
aiso are strikingly altered, and the deep 
rift still yawns in the hills. 

Rotorua is Enown to countless visitors, 
because of its geysers, plop-plopping mud 
pots, and its famous curative thermal 
springs. Here the Government maintains 
an extensive sanitorium and baths (p. 190). 


NATURE FRGVIBES HOT WATER AND 
FIRELESS COOKERS 

Homes in the near-by Maori villages of 
Ohinemutu and Whakarewarewa (pronun- 
ciation usually shortened to Whaka! ) are 
built among the steaming crevices, hot 
springs, and boiling pools (see page 173). 

Many of the women and girls act as 
guides to the thermal area, ancl the villagers 
also present their poi and Aeke dances for 
the benefit of visitors (see page 176). 

This once-powerful native people, despite 
earlier prophecies of their decling, is no 
longer a dwindling race, as are many other 
anclent peoples, ‘Their numbers sre ifi- 
creasing, and many ane now engaged in 
agricultural and pastoral activities, Their 
lewders, too, have made names for them- 
stlves in politics, law, ancl medicine. The 
Maris total nearly 73,000, or about one 
for every twenty other persons in the Do- 
MEM. 

Except for the Maoris, New Zealand

population, Approximately 94 per cent are 
of British ancestry. 

While the country & in many WiYS con- 
servative, the Mew #ealand Government 
befaure the tum of the present century at- 
tacked the problem of social begislation.

BAHAMA HOLIDAY

TOOK down now!" choufs © passenger, 
“We're flying over a Sahara desert 


with blue puceles on. it.” 

“That's al! water,’ explains the steward, 
“But it’s so clear you see right through 
it—to the white, sandy bottom, The blue 
puddles ore just deep ocean holes.” 


What with racing cloud shadows, play of 


lizht on areen islands, painted coral, and 
tinted! sands, the human eye & easily fooled 
by some of physical geagraphy’s tricks on 
an alr trip through the Bahamas, 

Two hours from Miami, Florida, out 
over the Golf Stream in a fast plane, you 
reach this 630-mile chain of some 3,000 
British-owned ishands, cays, and rocks that 
stretches almast to Hispaniola (page 223). 

Just now we are flying past the north 
tip of flat, brush-strewn Andros Island, 
largest of the Bahamas, its west shore 
lapped by milky shallows known as ‘The 
Mud” where rheumatic sponge fishers ply 
their back-breaking trade in the blue-green 
depths (see lustration, page 230). 

All of us, except the blasé man sunk in 
a detective story, keep our nosed pressed 
wainst the windows, watching the fasci- 
nating panorama of reefs, islets, sand 
bars, and multi-hued waters below." 

So flat and low, so symmetrical are some 
of these tiny jungle-green isles that from 
above, in Jack-and-the-Beanstalk fancy, 
they sumvest huge pumpkin leaves-afloat on 
seas of opaline paint. , 

“Look at that long strip of land, with a 
nitate’s tower on it)” some one urges. 

“That's ‘Treasure Island’ (Salt Cay}. 
It belongs to John T, McCutcheon, the 
Chicago cartoonist,” explains the patient 
steward (page 220), “Now we're over Hog 
Island, where human swallows from Can- 
ade and the States sun themselves in win- 
ter, ...

“Welcome to the Isles of June!” greeted 
my host, as | scrambled ashore. 

From the dock we drove through long, 
straight Buy Street, which is the shopping 
center of Nassau. High-roofed, horse- 
drawn hocks, bells jingling and red cur- 
tains flapping, moved in and out among 
moter cars, bicycles, and huge sponge carts, 
their cargo bulky but light (see page 244). 

“To your right,” said my host, in mock 
imitation of a wuide’s lecture, “is Old Fort 
Montague, captured by the baby American 
Navy during the Revolution. .. . That 
wharf is where they hanged pirates. 

“That big shed is the sponge market. 
The hymns you hear are sung by the old 
women who sit there in the shade and clip 
sponges with their shears, and get them 
ready to ship.”

Surely they can't all live in 
this stall town!" 

“They don't. They're travelers. Each

Caribbean cruises, Mus those who come by 
planes and private yachts, Nassau. winter 
visitors almost eqyual the whole population 
of the Bohamas.” 

“Fifty-nine thousand people are scut- 
tered through these islands. Eighty per- 
cent are black? and mulattoes; many never 
even get to Nassau, much less the Florida 
mainland, This is a town now, you might 
say, of hotels—and history.”

When Liverpool used to send 100 or more 
“blackbirders” to Africa each year, and 
when our own American-built craft were 
in this traffic, as many as 74,000 blacks 
annually used to be sold into the West 
Indies, of which the Bahamas got thyir 
share, 

After Cormwallis yielded at Yorktown, 
Loyalists flocked to the Bahamas, bringing 
their slaves, silverware, and other personal 
effects, On plantations of cane and cotton 
developed by these royal refugees rose an- 
other tide of profits, This ebbed when 
slayes were freed, and when competing 
agriculture grew up in the States. 

Loyalists, departing for England after 
this land boom faded, turned their farms 
aver to ex-tlaves or other retainers; lacking 


skill, capital, or sufficient energy, these lat- 
ter fniled, Farming declined. An easier 
living —if on a lower stancdand—was offered 
by the:sea. Hener today the once produc- 
tive fields are idle and brush-grown. 

Andros Island, for example, named for 
an early Governor of the Missachusetts 
Colony, was once the scene of much sisal 
growing, well-known families in England 
being the owners.. Now all that is aban- 
done. 

Nassa's truly Golden Age came in our 
Civil War, when the city was the base for 
Confederate blockade runners, Nassau was 
vay then with British officers; barrels of 
money, and gallant gentlemen in Confed- 


erate gray. Smugeled cotton sold here for 


ten times its cost in the Carolinas. 
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Musty court records tell sorry tales of 
another activity that for years pave a living 
lo many Bahama folk. That was “wreck- 
ing." In one six-year period, 313 “wrecks” 
were (ficially reported. 

Most recent hectic boom for Nassau was 
that of rumrunning, which passed when the 
American prohibition law was tepealed, 
New buildings, better streets, and public 
utilities—many of these Nassau paid for in 
this ‘high tide of alcoholic prognerity. 

Yet today a new kind of prosperity, 
wholesome anc satisfying, is comin: lo Nas- 
sau. “This is its rise a4 a popular winter 
resort, which compensates for the vanished 
revenue of former more exciting days. 

“But Nassau is not the Bahamas," my 
informant insisted. “You ought to see some 
of the Out Islands." 


AN ISLAND OF FORGOTTEN MEN 


Abaco lies far up to the north end of the 
Bahama chain, isolated and seldom visited. 

Racing past rainbow patterns on early- 
morning squall clouds of crepe, satin, ane 
diver, we flew hy tiny amphibian to see 
Abaco, and its consanguineous colony at 
Hopetown, on Elbow Cay, where so many 
people lock alike, and there are more 
women thin men. 

Strange indeed was Hopetown’s be- 
finning, Abowt 1785 a Loyalist, widow, 
Wyannie Malone of Charleston, South 
Carolina, came to this spot with her four 
children. One daughter eloped with a 
whaling skipper; another married a South 
Carolinian who came with them, while 
the two boys married into white families 
irom elsewhere in the Hahoamas. The 
last three couples remained here, 

“How many of you are there now?" | 
asked a patriarch Malone, 

“Just 363," he said, “one for each day in 
the vear. Thete used to be a lot more. TT, 
Ves, we are all kin, I think nearly half the 
peaple i in town are Malones or Riwsells, or 
folks of one or two other names; 

“Do no mew. settlers come?” 

“No, Only one, I recall, in many years,” 

Two. villagers showed me about this re- 
mote, half-iorgotten colony, as shut-off and 
comoutnal in many ways as Pitcairn Island 
itself, the shy people so near and yet so far 
from their pncestral mainland, A brood- 
ing, silent place, without streets, for there 
are no wheeled vehicles ot all: no horses, 
‘oO stoves or chimneys, but outdoor ovens 
for baking (see page 243). Few houses with 
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glass windows, mostly wooden shutters, to 
be closed when hurricanes blow. And how 
they blow! J saw two-inch marble tomb- 
stones that had been broken off by astorm! 

“A third of all houses in town blew away 
ot slipped off their pins,’ the mun said. 
“And lock what it did to our coconut 
grove!" 

“Wes, there are more people in our three 
RTaVeS rards than are alive here now. Why 
not? We've been here 150 years. There's 
one old graveyard we don't use now; the 
people there died in the cholera year, long 
agn," 

“Come and see the turtle pen.” 

We went past the lighthouse to « small 
inlet cut aff from the sea by a brush fence. 

“We catch turtles and put ‘em in here, 
and fatten ‘em, like chickens,” 

Several turtles stuck their heads up, as 
if expecting fod. 

“What do you give them?” 

“Conch meat, mostly, Hut they like 
grass, too,” 

“Turtles and wild pigs give us our ment, 
Sutmer nights we sit on the beach anil 
watch turtles come out to dig holes, and lay. 
They rear back, then, and cover their eqs 
with sand, and pat it down with their front 
flippers. 

“Vou can follow the turtle tracks om the 
beach, sometimes, and find a nest that wav. 
We boil the eges, but only the yolk gets 
hacd. ine turtle lays a whole hatful of 
cars.” 

To me, the eves look like ping-pong balls. 

Conchs, clams, whelks, and oysters-—here 

pronounced “hysters’ all are part af 
Abaco's diet; you see people gathering ther 
alone the beaches. 
_ Along the narrow path which serves. as 
Hopetown's miiin street, we returned to our 
plane, Men and boys followed, silenthy. 
Women very shyly peeped fram behind 
hali-closed doors or around the corners of 
wooden bowses.

BAHAMA FOLIDAY 


“T know by experience,” said a Cuban 
sportsman resident in Nassau, ‘that these 
wild pies can swim at least two hours, unless 
they're overfat. Hunting on the Berry 
group, I've seen pigs swimming from one 
ishand to another. When worried by dogs, 
the pis will dash into the water, then face 
about, and maybe disembowel a dow with 
one up-jerk of the tusks. 

“Tt's very exciting to see the black bays 
and their dogs battle a wild boar. They 
nix it so fast you can't tell one from the 
other. Sometimes the blacks. use um ax, a 
club, or even throw rocks, Many can throw 
straighter than they can shoot. When they 
butcher a pig, they cut the side meat into 
long strips and salt 2 down, On Inarua 
and Abaco I've ofien seen wild sows fol- 
lowed by big broods of young; they can 
hide instantly, like quail.” 


WATCHING THE SPONGE FLEET AT WORK

Once, when a boat tacked, and the skip- 
per cried “Heads down!" ‘the wise -sea- 
faring pig also ducked, to avoid being 
knocked overboard as the boom swung 
around. 


At dusk a boy plucked a home-made 


banjo, its head an ald ofl can, and the men 
sang hymns. A favorite was “Send Down 
the Blessings.” 

Following a “bight” which culs:Anilros, 
we sailed through to its western shores, and 
then northward and into a jungle creek, 
looking for flamingos* 

In camp here we met a fone, barefoot 
white man, burned a rich reddish brown. 

“Tim the best-known beachcoamber in the 
Bahamas,” he boasted, “Been here 16

“Lonely? Not at all!" he inssted. “T 
guide fishing and hunting parties from Nvas- 
sau; but my most faithful companion is a 
curly-talled Izard. Dye trained him to keep 
ies off my food. He'll jump right across 
my plate anil grab any fly that dares to 
light!” 

He cleaned three land crabs we had dug 
out, and stewed them with fish, potatoes, 
and onions, making a Mulligan. 

“Some iguana would help,” he said. 
“Lots of ‘em here, but theyre shy, You 
oe their tracks along the beach, where they 
hunt crabs," 

Sailing hack to Mangrove Cay next day, 
we passed a Government boat that was 
planting sponge, The men cut up a live 
singe, He each bit to a small rock, and 
sink it—just like setting out plants. These 
pieces grow. 

Ashore at Mangrove Cay, we visited the 
schoal teacher and went to see same caves: 

in the rocky, brush-grown ritlges back ol 
the small settlement, The caves showed 
signs of occupancy. 

“We store food in here,” the blacks said, 

“to. keep it away from the rats."’ 

Except for clay pipes, rope, salt, cassava, 
kerosene, cheap tobacco, some bolts of 
calico, and three almost prehistoric cans of 
corned beef, we found littl to buy in the 
Village store. One friendly woman, how- 
ever, ran down a black rooster for us, 
whose squawk set all the village dogs to 
bark ine, 

Though Andros is 104 miles long and 
shelters some 7,000 people, it has no roads, 
plows, work: animals, or wheeled vehicles, 
To till what soil exists in cracks and holes 
among the stones, only sharp sticks and 
simple hand tools are useel,

NOT EVEN THE BARK NEGLECTED 


Tn developing dogs forevery possible pur- 
pase, breeders have neglected no feature or 
trait, not even the bark. In certam breeds 
the bark has been biterally bred out of the 
dog. Genertion after gemerntion, it has 
heen tuught to be mute, generally because 
its chief use was for still-huntine and 2 
bark. howl, or whine would give the alarm,

ily, without a sound. But that character- 
istic Was not acgilired: quickly or painlessly, 

During the Middle Ages, when much 
time was devoted to the chose, the Drogen 
tors of our present-day hunting logs were 
developed. Our modern poiiters and set- 
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ters work so silently and efficiently largely 
hetause their remote: ancestors suffered 
many a whack from rough medieval bands 
every time they opened their mouths. 

The Springer Spaniel, perhaps the mast 
popular all-round shooting dow of the pres- 
ent time, was originally one that gave 
longue while hunting, Im Pembrokeshire, 
Wales, the county of my birth, T once knew 
ioman whe hac «tine kennel of Springer 
spaniels; a breed that gets its name from 
its Skill in flushing, or “springing,” pheas- 
ants und other game birds, 

Sometimes one of his Springer Spaniel 
clogs, in the excitement of the hunt, would 
forget Heelf and give tongue. On returning 
home that dog would be destroyed, The 
owner was determined to develop a breed of 
soundless or “mute” hunting dogs, and was 
not averse to harsh methods to gain his end. 

At a recent Virginia field trial for span- 
iels a springer gave tongue while hunting a 
pheasant. It was only the tintest hint of 
a bark, emitted by a highly strung ani- 
mal in a moment of excitement. Vet, for a 
springer aristocrat, even that small sound 
wis an uopardonable breach of etiquette, 
amd ‘a black mark was probably placed 
against him in the judges’ bool. 

Other dogs arte silent while in action, 
though perhop® for different reasons. The 
fighting dogs of the old English dog-fighi 
mits—Hull Terriers known us “business 
cages” among followers of that brutal game 
—fought to the death without an outcry. 
lt seems logical to think that this charac- 
teristic was developed for efficiency. While 
it is not true that “a burking dog never 
bites,” it is impossible to do both at the 
same tintant. The dog that barked instead 
of biting lost its hold or its opening, very 
likely its life, 

Speed is the greyhound's specialty, and 
here, too, the bark seems bo have bowed to 
elicieney. Greyhounds and whippets will 
bark before the start, but if they bark while 
racing they are looked upon as having some 
alien blood in them. These slender speed- 
sters, like a whiplash in action, run by their 
lees and eves andl not thelr nose, as do other 
houtids; and every ounce of breath must be 
turned into speed, not noise (page P46), 

Unlike the pointer or setter, which gallops 
along with head high to catch the body scent 
and i sternly rebuked if it utters a note, 
4 hound, while hunting, keeps its nose to 
the ground and is encouraged to proclaim 
iis pleasure aloud on discovery of the scent. 
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There are few sweeter sounds in all out- 
doors than the music of a pack of fox- 
hounds in fullery. You can tell the hounds 
are enjoying themselves, ‘This is the work 
they love; this is what they were bred jor! 
Theor stirring ery, ringing through hill and 
dale, tells the skilled huntsman the story 
of the chase, though he may be « long way 
off, Individual voices are recounined. 

“Hark to Marinaduke!" cries the hunts- 
man, “Hark to Hannibal! Hark to Val- 
iant! Hurk to Sorceress!" 

English Foxhounds, and those used by 
hunt cluhs in this country, too, are gen- 
erally given sonorous, romantic-sounding 
names, oftentimes of three syllables, A 
friend of mine remarked that they sound 
like the names of battleships in the British 
Navy. They are effective, too, Think 
how much more ear-filling it is to hear 
“Hark to Marmadyke!” than “Hark to 
Bob!" or “Hark to Jim!" 

THE CHOIR OF THE HotUNDS 

Tn the choir of the hounds, if all could be 
running together, the bass would be the 
feep-throated bay of the bloodhound and 
the olterhound. It is impossible to express

Next in order come the baritones of the 
pack: the Freoch Hound, the old English 
Harrier, and the American Foxhound, 
Theit voices reveal that oll have some 
bloodhound in them, The American Fox- 
hound. is descended fram the pack of French 
Hounds browht to this country by Lafa- 
yette and presented to General Washington. 

These bounds, of Norman: blood, were 
bred with English Foxhounds, such as these 
brought here by Lord Baltimore of Mary- 
land and other sportsmen of colonial days. 

English Foxhounds, their voices a bit 
higher pitched, might be Hkened to the 
tenors in the choir, and the beavles, with 
the highest note of all the hounds, ure up 
toward the soprang end of the scale, 

Any real doy fitncier con usually tell the 
breed of a dog by its bark without having 
seen it. Wet the bark of adog & not merely 
Oburk. Tt is a language which the dog lover 
s00n iearns to understand—the bark of 
alarm, of joviul greeting, of pain, pleading, 
protest, and «a dogen more, 

Among themselves, dogs plainly haye a 
language, a well-understood means of com- 
munication, How muiny times have you 
noticed your dog, lying quietly -at your feet 
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while a neighbor's dog barked steaclily, sud- 
denly prick up its ears at a subtle change, 
fnew note in the distant barking, and rush 
out to look inte the matter! | 

To a dog's amazingly sensitive hearing 
even the sound of particular automobile 
is easily recognizable. A dozen cars may 
enter the driveway in the course of the day 
and the deg takes no notice, But let the 
misters motor tum into the drive and the 
dog t on his feet, ready to greet him. 


WATCHDOG REALLY A “DISTEXpoG" 


Generally speaking, the best watchdogs 
are the ones with upright ears. They seem 
to be always on the wlert and catch the 
shehtest sound. As a matter of fact, the 
term “watchdog” seems to me a misnomer, 
A vood watchdog is really a “Vstendog.” 
Almost invariably it hears before it sees, 

The most courageous ts usually the one 
with a good deal of the bulldog in him. The 
mastilf, Gireat Dane, Bull Terrier—all are 
the very personification of pluck. 

The phrase, “bulldog courage,” has be- 
come a byword. How many perauns who 
ust the expression can picture the feats of 
canine hereism that coined in? Time and 
again, When a bull has attacked a man, o 
dog has saved his lite by biting at the much 
larger animal's heel or by charging straight 
at 5 head. The bulldogs: of the old bull- 
baiting days always attacked the sensitive 
nose and hung on there, unyielding, until 
the. beast was brought to its knees. 

You see the same spirit exhibited by some 
dogs in fighting other kinds of animals. It 
is said that the bacizer makes its teeth meet 
every time it takes hold. You can imagine 
the terrible punishment that a dog must re- 
ceive in such a combat. | have seen dogs 
terribly maltreated by badgers and still 
keep fighting on,

Today every conceivable agency exists for 
ministering to canine neals, One of the 
Nation's newest enterprises is. the dog 
kitchen, now doing business in several cities.

Aman ol my acquaintance was engaged 
by a wealthy dog fancier to help handle his 
kernel ef prize-winning Wire-haired Fox 
Terriers, After some days he complained to 
hit employer that the chief handlers, who 
had been imported, with their art, from 
England, would not allow him to learn their 
secrets, They did their plucking behind 
Closed doors, 

So ny acquaintinoce was sent to England, 
fil, considerable expense, to learn the proper 
way to. pluck the hairs out of a terrier’s 
coat. Now he is one of the masters of his 
profession and is winning many chamysicn- 
ships for his employer, 

Dog leads and chains, collars, coats, and 
medicines—largely for stomach trouble— 
all give employment and bring in large 
sums, Dog hotels and hospitals are nu- 
merous, Nearly all pedigreed dogs nowa- 
days are inoculate! against distemper. 

Exceptional dogs, of course, sell for thou- 
sands of dollars, A Wire-haired Fox Ter- 
ner not long ago brought $6,250. The 
value of all the dows on view at the New 
York or London shows would mm into 
many hundreds: of thousands of dollars:

animals take refuge 
when closely pursued 
by dows, 

For entering these 
holes, of “earths™ as 
they are called in the 
language of venery, -a 
hound is to large. but 
a terer of neler 19 or 
20 pounds” weight and 
proportionate height is 
just the rieh! size. 

Today terriers make 
first-class house loys, 
Alert, keen of hear- 
ing, and possessed of 
resounding metallic 
burks, they are qitick ta 
yet wWirning of inthisian. Niost of them are 
aaily bathed and groomed and can be kept 
In food condition with a reasonable amount 
ofexercise: They are of good temperament 
and readily recagnize reproof. 

However, when the terrier’s anger Is 
aroused. he will be found as brave as the 
bravest, for the yvermin-worrying blood of 
his fathers still courses throuch his veins. 
As the old ballad has it: : 


“The warriors of the fight an thy, 
And every fight they wim.” 





Reviments of soldiers have felt honored) 
to bear the nickname “Terriers,” recogeniz- 
ing a tribute to their pluck. 

Several terriers bear the hime of the re- 
gion in which the breed originated, or where 
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it was first found weful for attacking the 
simill animals of that particular terram. 
Many an otherwise obscure place hos been 
made fameatis by the breed of dogs it 
preduced, 

Styles. in dogs, as in dresses op hats, may 
Change, often following the choier for 
“Best. Dog in Show” at one of the major 
exhibitions, Right now perhaps the most 
popular dogs in New York are the Wire- 
haired Fox Terrier anc the Scottish Terrier. 
Cocker Spaniels are in high favor, tao, One 
can always tell the Néw York fashions in 
dogs by o stroll down Fifth Avenue, or 
Madison, or Park. , 

Of recent years the dachshund is becom- 
ing more and more popular. [ts German 
name means “harder doe.” 

In its droll proportions, with short legs 
and extremely long boty, the present-day 
dachshund reflects centuries of breeding 
all aimed at producing a dog that would 
wperate with maximum efficiency in the 
narrow confines of a badger “sett.” The 
leneih of the cars indicates a trace of howned 
in its family tree. 

To mit, one of the most interesting things 
abet dogs té the fact that they are not 
static: mew breeds are developed from time 
to time. Within my own lifetime several 
voluable types have been produced, been 
duly registered in the kennel club books, 
and have added their distinctive character- 
tics to the cosmopolitan populution of the 
canine world, In the case of the Sealyham 
Terrier it has been my privilege to render 
some assistance in the process (see text, 
page 272). 

The Fox Terriers 


Goocd-tempered ond highly imtelligent, 
the buoyant, affectionate Fox Terriers are 
excellent companions and are among ‘the 
most popular of all the members of this 
lovable warrior clan (see Color Flate 1), 

‘There are two vaneties, the Smooth, or 
flat-oated, and the Wire-haired, of rouch- 
coated, In dimensions and build they are 
identical, both being of a size that would 
fit them to go where a fox might @o to seek 
shelter from hounds or other enemies. A 
full-arown Fox Terrier shivwld weimh from 
lo's to 18 pounds, a female one pound 
less, 

The Fox Terrier is strictly o British dog 
in its origin, but apparently it was not al- 
ways of white color. About a century age, 
a dev of th breed was sometinws referred 
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to at a “white “um.” This colloquialiam 
probably meant that a eross Of a white ter- 
rier of seme-kind had been used and thatoo 
“white” Fox ‘Terrier was of a different color 
from most of its forbears, some of which 
had been black and tan or bloe and tan, 

A beavle or small hownd cross of blood 
probably accounted for the popular black- 
andd-tan-marked Fox Terriers of 70 or more 
years ago, Furthermore, in these days, 
these dogs bad tirver ears. 

Fox Terriers today are admired and 
greatly valued in all countries. The highest 
price given fora “Wire” was $6,250 for the 
English champion, Eden Aristocrat, the 
purchaser being an American, 

In choosing a puppy, experts pick one 
with « long heacl, stiall ears, and harid-feel- 
ings Cumt. 


Bedlington Terrier 


The Bedlington Terrier takes its nome 
from the town of Bedlington, in Northum- 
berland, Englind, where this dog was frst 
produced by miners of the district (see 
Color Flate 1 and page 246). Tt is be- 
heved to have been bred from o cross 
between a whippet and one of the terriers of 
Scotland—passibly of the Dandie Dinmont 
breed (Plate V). 

Its lamblike aspect belies its rugged huck- 
ercwund and its courape, for the Bedlington 
is one of the bravestof all the terriers. Be- 
hire! it lie generations of association with 
the mining folk in an atmosphere where 
deg fichting, rat pits, and other rouzh pas- 
times involving dees flourished, 

A modern doy. of this breed, reared under 
the ordinary and kindly conditions of the 
home, should not display a fighting tem- 
perament. Still, the pluck will be in him 
should there be occasion for agyressiveness, 

Asa non-bench-show dog, the Bedlington 
erows considerable cout; but for exhibition 
purpases the coat is plucked or stripped off 
wnitil litte of it remains, 

The form of the Beclington’s body sug- 
tests the whinpet cross, the arched loin and 
deep brisket being greyhoundlike. The 
general shape of the head, observed from 
the sides, i commonly referred to as “fsh- 
like.” The skull is high at the oeciput 
ind a topknot of wool or linthke hair is 
considered highly typical, This point is 
artificially enhanced by the trimmer, who 
plucks the hair from the cheeks and other 
parts of the face. Longe and strong-jawerl, 
the Bedlington is a capable dog, and its 
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professional callings as a fighter and ver- 
min-destroyer are kept in view by doy 
Lonciers, 

A Bedlington male, when measured from 
the top of the shoulders (withers) to the 
ground, should stand from 13 to 16. inches. 
Weights: males, 24 pounds; females, 22 
perumels. 

The colors are blue, liver, ane sandy. 
The blues and bluc-and-tans have black 
moses: the livers and lighter-colored dogs, 
yellowish or tlesh-colored noses. The coat 
is hurd, and the nose and eyes should follow 
the color of the cout, The tail is fine and 
tapered to a small point. 

Airedale Terrier 

Big for a terrier, compdanicnable, san 
nfraid of nothing, the Alredale makes an 
excellent all-round dog (see Color Pinte 
Lh}. 

This upstanding canine citizen takes his 
name from the dale or valley of the River 
Aire, in Yorkshire, England, where he is 
said to have beew originally appear fram 
a cross between o hound and a terrier, His 
fondness for the water seems to betoken 
same otterbound in him, and the Aire- 
dale bas long been considered an ideal dug 
for river or creekside hunting. 

The Aireclale of the present has been bred 
to a uniformity of type wherein Little or 
none of the hound strain may be recognized, 
whereas the terrier type is predominant. 

The breed has been found hardy and 
alle to withstund the extreme cold of nerth- 
eon Canola, and the high temperatures of 
Africa and Awstralii. 

In all of these places Ajredales ane sic 
cessfully employed as hunting dogs, and 
northern trappers sometimes use them is 
Gledue cogs. 

Asa bench-show dog the Airedale is popu- 
lar: as a companion and guard he is reli- 
able, brave, ancl capable, becoming ageres- 
sive without being noisy. 

There are few dogs which command 
higher prices than first-class specimens of 
this breed, For many years the best of 
foreign-bred Airedales have been acquired 
by persons living in the United States: 

The color of the Airedale's body is black, 
while the head is of o tan shade except fot 
dark markings on each-side of the skull. 
The ears are of a darker shade, 
up to the thighs and elbows are tan. 

CH late yeors the Airedale has become 
taller and slimmer in appearance; further-

Irish Terriers became popular in Eng 
land and America around the early eighties 
of the last century. Many of the imper- 
tations arrived from Belfast, and in those 
days the ears of the breed were cropped, 

Aso hunting and vermin-cestroying dog, 
the trish Terrier was in general use over all 
Ireland. His ced-wheaten color and hich 
spirits soon claimed attention in other coun- 
tries than his own; indeed, he has long been 
ame of the outstanding terriers, both In 
numbers and in popularity, at shows in 
both hemispheres, 

The leading prize-winners have from 
time to time been arquired by Americans, 
‘Today the cream of the breed! is here.

The 
color should be “ pepper and salt” or simi- 
lar equal mixtures, red and pepper, pure 
black, and black and tan. he tail is liked 
by judges when it is cut down to three 
joints—about one inch, The coat should 
be hard and wiry in texture; 


Standard Schnauzer 


The Standard, or medium-size, Schnauzer 
is the dog which is commonly called simply 
the schnauzer, without any qualifying fore- 
ae (see Color Plate TV and text, page 

ie 

The schtiauser breed's lineage goes back 
hundreds of years. In Stuttgart, Germany, 
stands a statue of an old-time village watch- 
man with his schnauzer dog, Some writers 
(leclare the breed has come from the nioyr- 
land dog, “an older contemporary of the 
Bronze Age dog, whence were derived the 
spitz and the poodle.’ ' But there is little 
or no likeness to either in the schnauzers of 
today. 

Since the schnauzers usually are of the 
same colors as the rough-haired, bhue-and- 
tan or grizzlé-hairer! hounds of central and 
southern Europe in the Middle Ages, some 


re tipeae may have existed between the: 


iwo breeds, Just as the hound blood has 
been lirtely bred out of the English Aire- 
dale Terrier, so could any alien hound strain 
have been dismissed from the ancestors of 
the schnouzers. 

What the Airedale is to Britain, the 
schnauser ls to Germany. Certain resem- 
blances in the colors, coats, heads, eurs, 
bodies, weights, and usefulness in a way 
connect the schnwuser with the Airedale of 
England, and perhaps with the terriers of 
Ireland—both the Irish ‘Terrier and the 
Kerry Blue Terrier of the Emerald Isle 
(see Color Plates Tl and VI1i. Certain it 
is that the three dogs could be employed for 
exactly the same services. They make 
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splendul watchdogs and vermin killers: In 

a.ducal kennel in Scotland, many Stumdard 
Sohnatsets are inimintained because of their 
excellence as rabbit hunters. 

The first of the breed exhibited in Amer- 
ica was owned by the late Mr.D. Murray- 
Bohlen of Chestnut Hill, Philadelphia. 
This dag, then called “German Rowgh- 
haired Perrier,” wits Seen at the aid Muauli- 
eon Square Garden in February, 1903. 

Since the World War, the schnawueer has 
become extremely poplar in the United 
States and in Britain, The body may be 
almost devoid of tx hurd and coarse hair, 
hut the muzde must have its characteristic 

mass of whisker or mustache. The Stand- 
ard Schnauzer stands from 16'4 to 1944 
inches. shoulder height. The colors are all 

“nepper and salt” orsimilar equal mixtures; 
pure black, black-and-tun. The crop-eared 
schnauzer may soon become a dog of the 


past. 


Lakeland Terrier 

The Lakeland Terrier takes his name 
from the English Lake District, immor- 
talized by ‘Wordsworth, Coleridge, and 
Southey (see Color Plate 1V'). In-songs of 
the chase, the region i¢ referred to as “John 
Peel's Country,” reflecting the long-lasting 
fame of the farmersportsman of that name, 
with “his hounes and his horn in the morn- 
ing.” 

The Lakeland Terrier may be looked 
upon as a cousin to the Welsh Terrier. (see 


‘Color Plate TH and text, pawe 2427), both 


coming under the heading of oltl-fashionedl 
kernel terriers, As the Lakeland is mostly 
employed for driving out foxes from tive 
fells of nvuniainous terrains in the Lake 
Disthct, he is kept to a size ond weight that 
fit him to ge underground aiter a fox, 

Therefore, the Lakeland Terrier shone 
stand about 14 inches, measuring from the 
top of the shoulders (withers) to the 
wound. Weight for a male is 14 pounds; 
i female. one pound less. 

The color may be bloe, blue and’ tan, 
black and tan, mustard, wheaten, grizzle, 
or black.

Bull Terrier 


Bull Terriers have been described as the 
glatiaters of the kenmel world, 
were the fighting dogs of the old English 
dog-fight pits (see Color Plate V). 

The English Boll Terner is descended 
from sa hard-bitten and unusually plucky 
breed-variety, which was known as the Bull- 
und-Terrier, The latter, cross-bred, as its 
name denotes, was produced from the bull- 
dogs of the bull-baiting, bear-baiting era and 
the now almost extinct white English Ter- 
rier, an elegantly built, doge—somewhat on 
the lines of the black-and-tan-colored Man- 
chester Terrier of the present time (see 
Color Plate VII). 

For many years the white Bull Terriers 
have been Predominant, as the brindle or 
sametines light-fawn or “buckskin' mark- 
Ines of the bulldog proper have mostly dis- 
appearert, 

On the other hand, during the last decade 
or so, certain English breeders have bred 
back to the Bull-and-Terriers of brindle 
color and produced either brindles or brin- 
dles with white markings, These are called 
Staffordshire Bull Terriers, The County of 
Stafford was once regarded as partial to the 
now illegal pustimes of dog-fighting, bull- 
baiting, and even man-and-log fights. He- 
(ouse Of a tradition that the eoler of the 
brindle variety—a mixture of red, black, 
and Yellow shades—denotes pluck, the Staf- 
fordshire Bull Terriers ee that color are 
valued in certain quarter 

As yet (1930) the brindled Bull Terrier 
has not becone popularin the United States. 
But the white Bull Terriers are among: the 
most liked of all dogs. They are owned by 
wormten 35 well as by men, but on the lead 


for these: 
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or chain a powerful ond active Bull Terrier 
weighing 40 to 60 pounds. would be rather 
tow strong for management by children. 

Despite their background of combat, Hull 
Terriers have as kindly dispositions as any 
other dogs, Asin any breed, their tempera- 
ment depends to a greatextent pon their 
home surroundings. 

At one time, the ears of all, or nearly all, 
Bull Terriers were cropped. Tiday such 
mutilation is not allowed, 

Of all terriers, this breed is perhaps the 
mast symmetrical in appearance ond ele- 
fantol dutline, Among patrons of the Bull 
Terrier breed, he is often referred to as the 
“White Cavalier." 


Dandie Dinmont Terrier 


The Dandle Dinmont Terrier orizinated 
in Scotland and was a common dog among 


sporting farmers and others residing near 


the Border, always a productive hunting 
country with a good supply of rabbits (see 
Color Plate V), 

[In Scotlund, as in other places, a dog was 
particularly valued if it could help in pro- 
curing food for its. master and his: family, 
and in that respect this keen little terrier 
more than earned its keep. 

However, it was not yntil after 1815, 
when Sir Walter Scott's “Guy Mannering” 
was publishecl, that the ordinary terrier to 
be seen in almost every hamlet was given 
anaime. Sir Walter introduced into his 
story the character of “Dandie Dinmont,” 
with his terriers, Auld Pepper and Auld 
Mustard, Young Pepper and Young. Mus- 
tard. just the land of dors owned by hun- 
dreds of people living along the Border 
hetween England are Scotland. 

To this day the now universally owned 
nd knowh breed is divided into two shades: 
pepper colar and mustard color. 

The Scott novel not only gave a nanie 
te this breed, but bestowed 4 peculiar aun! 
lasting tribute to the usefulness and Sagacity 
of a simple countryside dog, 

The deseription of Dandie Dinmont, 
Scott's farmer character in “Guy Manner- 
ing.” fitted the personage of James David- 
son, of Ayndbee, of whom Sir Walter bad 
never heard, 

In 1800 James Davidson had been-given 
a female called Tar and a male named 
Pepper, both very small and very ‘short 
im the leg, with lore bodies, large and long 
heads, ears Large and pendent, like 4 
beagle's, but a littl more pointed at the

Scottish Terrier 


The Scottie § perhaps the most cdistine- 
tive of all the terrier varieties of that sport- 
Ing country whose nome it bears (see Color 
Mate Vil and hustrations, pages 255 and 
Ta. 

Like other north-of-the-Tweed terriers. 
the Scottie & “built close te the eroundl 
[ts litte: body i compact ond stronz and 
the teeth are well developed 

Originally, the Scottish Terrier waa cde- 
scribed as the Aberdeen Terrier, for the mea- 
ect that this braved or variety was masthy 
found in and around the Granite City. In 





these davs the Aberdeens, the forerunners 
of the Scotties of the present line, were 
dark ecray, or warm red-brindle in color: 
the blacks, or blacks with a few white hairs 
Intermiked in their eaais, had not arrived, 
cr at tenst were not observed ut shows bela 
curing the closing two decades of the last 
century 

Nowadays, there appears to be a distinct 
inclination on the part of some breeders to 
fayor the remiteduction. of the. brindles 
moreover, moder Scottish Terriers of the 
unmginil color have been prized by prami- 
ment pucleress. 

Scotties, betore they became “fancy 
dogs—and ileservedly so—were kept by 
many of the Seotish Alghland sportsmen 
an their estates and used for killing vermin. 
There Were several varieties, ond. as was 
Often the cuctom in dav betore the balding 
of -shows—previous. to 1459—each squire 
wi wonl to boast of the supertority of his 
own strain of dog, Finally the Aberdeen 
came to be looked upon as truly representa- 
tive of the Scottish breed of terrier. 

Whiseered of face and sturdy of body, 
with short, heavy lees, erect ears, ancl loge, 
gaily carried tall, the Scottie is most amtus- 
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inv and endearing in appearance, and his 
looks do not belie his smuartoess anid 
Sagacity. 

The colors ure black, wheaten, ar ‘hrin- 
diofany shade, Sooties stand from? to 
12 inches at the shoulder and weigh around 
18 to 20 pounds. 

Skye Terrier 

The Skye Terrier tikes his-nome from 
the island of Skye, and is often Jooked 
upon as ane of the purest breeds of ter- 
riers. He is long in head and body, short 
in leg, and carries an abundant coat of 
straight, hard hair, which is so long that it 
trails upon the ground (see Color Plate V1}. 

When the Skye Terrier Club of Scotland 
was formed. its members were rightly proud 
to bring before the notice of the prblic 
evidence af the ancient lineage of this breerd, 
Upward of three centuries ogo, the author 
ofa famoussold English book on dogs re- 
ferred to it.as having been “brought out of 
burbardus borders irom the uttermost coun- 
tries northward," He described it asa dog 
“which by reason of the leneth of hair 
mokes show neither of face por of body.” 
(ither writers described what was presum- 
ably the old or original Skye Terrier breed 
as “having long, link hair almost trailing on 
the ground.” 

Even with all his profirsion of hair, the 
Skye Terrier, on his master’s damain, was 
kept almost exclusively for the purpose of 
attacking. ancl killing yermin, lore oul 
small. 
lured! ‘that smaller Skye Terriees than: are 
sometines seen at present-day bench shows 
were used for those purposes. 

Among the many distinguished fanciers 
of Skye. Terriers was Queen Victoria of 
England. Her Majesty kept both varieties 
the prick-eared and the drop-eared, ee 
(hese Sk yes were constant companions when 
the Queen strolled in her Hower gardens at 
Windsor, Osborne, or Balmoral (page 247). 

As the portrait of “Box” painted by Sir 
Edwin Landseer suggests, ihis Drop-eared 
Skye must have proved himself a very good 
rabbit hunter while he was at Osborne House 
om the [ste af Waeht, for the “command” 
portrait of Koz shows him in a resting atti- 


tude with a dead wild rabbit in the back-- 


utound. 

The Skye ‘Terrier makes a watchful guard 
for the home and is: very popular on the 
Continent, especially in Germany. ‘There 
are not many of them In the United States. 


However, it may well be conjec— 
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In color, the Skye Terrier is dark or light 
blue or gray, or fawn with black points 
There is a:short, close, dense, woolby under 
coat and an outer cout 525 inches long. The 
hair i hard, straight, ancl Aat, Height:

Manchester Terrier 


~The Manchester Terrier is named after 

the city of Manchester, England, where 
large black-and-tan terriers were especially 
plentiful around the eighties of the Jast 
century (see Color Plate VT). 

In response to a petition by local breed- 
ers antl exhibitors at shows in the United 
Kingdom, the Kennel Club was pleased to 
hat or catalogue them os Manchester Hlack- 
and-Tan Terriers. 

This is a very old breed, possibly as old 
as any, and was kept not only for orn: 
mental but fer riat- “killing purposes in the 
days of public rat pits. 

The Manchester Terrier is one of the 
most distinctive of all dogs. This is partly 
becoude of its-rich, black, short coat with 
its highly decorative markings of deep 
mahogany-hoed tan. Altogether, he is a 
particularly handsome dog with beautiful 
proportions, a build that embodies elezance 
of form and sueests activity and hirh 
breeding. His graceful lines, long hear, 
and remarkable contrasts of onlors make 
him unusually striking and pleasing to the 
eve, 

At one tiie, all Manchester Terriers of 
the bench-show type were deprived of parts 
of the ear cartilages. These were cropped 
in accordance with a fashion intended to 
ive the dow a “sharp lookout” or ePaper ex 
pression, Today: ear-cropping has been 
banned be kennel clubs here and in Murope, 

Naw and then blue-aned-tan poeiypaiess tip 
pear in litters; These are not “acknowl- 
edie’ in kennel circles, The division be- 
tween the black and the tan markings should 
be witll-defined. Average weight for males 
is 18 to 20 pounds; for females, 18 pounds. 

The Manchester hos always been a fu. 
vorite with Americans. 

The short cout makes him a desirable 
oe for the house pnd he ts sacacious anil 
alert, 


Kerry Blue Terrter 


The Kerry Blue Terrier takes its name 
from County Kerry in southwest Treland, 
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He is rough and ready in appearance, but 
for the purposes of the bench show and its 
judwing rings, much of the coat of the 
Rerry Blue is trimmel off. When the 
mits of rough hair has been removed, the 
‘hlie’ becomes not only more apparent 
but very attractive {see Color Plate 
VIt. 

The Retry is-a bigger dog than the Trish 
Terrier (Color Plate TT). Its adherents dle- 
Clare that the “blue” is older than the 
“red,” asserting with fervor that the Kerry 
Blue belongs to probably the oldest strain 
of terriers found in Lrelaned., 

Tt-was oot until about 20 years ago that 
the Kerry Hlue Ternier became known to 
the dog-show-eoing world. Today, he is 
as popular in the United States as in Great 
Britain and freland: furthermore, ne dog 
of any Greed, temer or otherwise, possesses 
better formation of body than the Kerry 
Blue. 

So that the hunting and vermin-clhestray- 
mg inclinations may not be lost, held trials 
for this breed are held annually om Lrelond, 
Therefore, it is more than likely that the 
Kerry Blue will become more and more 
papular incall countries-where useful as well 
Le Ornomental terriers ore desired, 

The Kerry Bluc male stands about 15 
inches at the shouliler anid weinhs grouse 
35 pounds. The beac long, strong, and 
with flat skull, The ears are V-shaped and 
not too heavy: eves, black or hagel. His 
color is of any shacde of blue from light to 
dark. A little tan color is allowed on the 

head ond legs Usuilly the Kerry Blue 
Terrier is dark in color up to the age of 
dwt a year anda hall. The natural coat 
is Soft, profuse, und wavy. 

Sealyham Terrier 

The Sealyham Terrier came froma strain 
of white, rowh-haired terriers red prin- 
cioally for running atl working, os terriers, 
with the Sealyham Hounels, owned by the 
late Capt. Joho Owen Tucker-Edwardes, 
who hunted the otter li summer ated the 
fox in winter (see Color Plate VTL). 

The mansion of Sealyham, or Sealy Ham, 
in Pembrokeshire, west Wales, was oriti- 
muly built on the banks of a little stream 
called the Sealy, which probably took its 
name from the‘seals” or tracks of the otters 
abounding on its banks: “ham” meant 

“home"—hence, Sealy Ham, “the home on 
the otter-track river.” The terriers devel- 
oped there were largely used for driving 
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otters tram their “bolts” :on the river sides, 

Because of the short legs and long body 
Hl the otter, it com enter small retreats 
where a long-leezed and large-bodted terrier 
nay not readily wo: hence the noderately 
short legs of the terriers of the old Sealyham 
Humt, as | knew them more than tind Years 
ao When Jaused to run after the pack. 

The Sealyham terriers, bred by scores, 
were sent out to “walk,” or be reared among 
tenant farmers, countrysile grist millers, 
nnd others. The maintenance fee was two 
sovereigns, or about ten dollars, paid by 
Captain Falwardes if the poppy proved 
satisfactory when returned to the kennels. 

‘The young terrier was brought back when 
he was 10 to 12 months old. 2f he would 
face a fitch (European polecat), then plen- 
tiful, the puppy wis retained and the fee 
puid, On the other hand, Wf the young dou 
proved to be afraid to tockle the “var- 
mint,” the dog was given to the man or 
woman whe “walked” it, and the fee with- 
held. No females were sent out to “walk” 
or rear: dtl it was by this nteans that the 
pure strain was kept in the kennels ol 
Sealyham, In time the Sealyham became 
noted for his usefulness as 4 terrier for 
tackling otters and fowes: also as a badger 
cog. 

Vears Inter, in London, 0 wrote of the 
terriers at Sealy Ham, and in 1910 the 
Enilish Kennel Clik consent to meister 
the Sealyham as a distinct breed, Hitherto 
it had been a strain. 

The Sealyhams of 1910 were longer in 
the lee and more active in appearance than 
they are today, The head was not only 
ling but strong abdwt the jowls or back 
jaws, Their fame was enhanced becuse of 
their eameness, 

Today the Sealyham has become as fn- 
miliar with the drawing room os he once wos 
with fox, otter, and badwer burrows. He is 
ane of the most popular cogs of the day. 

The average weight for o Sealyhom ‘male 
is 20 pounds: for a female, 1S pounds. ‘The 
height of a bench-show doe should not ex- 
ceed $2 inches. 

From time to time the best-bred and best- 
looking of the British-brecd Sealyhuoms have 
been imported into the United States, 
Many of these cost very large sums. One 
champion brought about $4,000,

APPROACH TO PEIPING 


By Major Joun W. THomason, Je., U.S. M. C. 


LL THE, roads in farther Asia lead to 
Peking, and its name throughout the 
& Eastisrichas Troy's. You may ap- 
preach it along the imperial highway, from 
the suthwest, over Hlagstones rutted by the 
cart Wheels of a thousand years. ‘The other 
end of that road is in istanbul: it was the 
route Marco Polo followed, visiting the 
Grand Khan in the courts of the sunrise, 
tou may come down to the city, now 
called Peiping, from the north, through 
Kalgan gate in the Wall ond Nankow Pass," 
as the Tatar conquerors came, trotting on 
Shagey ponies behind their vak-tuil stunr- 
ates. you may enter by the railroad, 
from the sea, as travelers arrive these latter 
days. 

In any case, nothing warns you of the 
city; nothing that you have heard prepares 
you. You proceed over a flat country, 
Khaki-colored in winter, variewated green 
in summer, which looks the same in every 
direction. [tis net that the view is without 
incident: every vard of lind is cultivated, 
and people in blue qoolie cloth, with their 
small industriows beasts, move like ants 
across it. Roads and footpaths connect 
Srinip after group of huddled mud buildings, 
each unit behind -its wall, 


SPIRITS .OF THE DEAD SHELTERED FROM

Punctuating the fields:are mounds rang- 

ing in size from very stall humps to im- 
pressive hillocks framed in striking orchi- 
tectural conceptions, These are graves, for 
the deal are not segregated) in China.

Along gray wall, spaced by unusual towers, 
rises: suddenly as: thumler, Your read 
enters & malxlorous suburb. and crosses a 
canal at yellow, viscous water, bordered by 
willow trees and washerwomen and popu- 
lous with squadrons af clamant snow-white 
ducks. Complicated and violent smells 
aséail the nostrils, Before you opens the 
dark cavern of a vate, where bored soldiers 
in gray uniforms, and police in dingy black, 
armed with rifles, watch o press of man 
traffic und animal traffic that flows without 
ceasing, to the accompaniment of whimag- 
inable noise. You enter Peiping, and at 
the end of every vista stands:a wall, 

There has been a city hereabouts for 
three thousand years. Historians locate a 
town nf the Vin Lynasty, milled Chi, ona 
site near the northwest comer of the pre 
ent Tatar citv in the 12th century BL ot. 
The Manchu Emperor, Chien Long, marked 
the place where cane of its gates stood with 
a tablet, which you may see to this day, on 
the rampart callecl the Mongol Wall,a short 
distance north of Peiping, beside the roel 
to the Bell Temple. 

However, the mutations of Peiping's his 
tory have been many times told: volumes 
huve been taken in the telling. 


THE GREAT WALLS OF THE. CiTy 


The Ming, which is to say, the Bright, 
Dynasty, built Peiping on a grand scale. 
Tung La, third emperor of the line, moved 
his court up from Nanking in the early 
fourteen-hundreds, and created a capital 
worthy of his greatness. | 
The Bell Tower, which was in the center 
of Khanbaligh, visited ly Maren Polo in 
the reign of Kublai Khan, stands now jn 
the upper thitd of Peiping: and the Obser- 
valory is north of the present southeast 
angle, You can ride the line of Kourblai's

Climb Coal Hill, Dy ts an artificial emi- 
nonce, rising 210 fret abowe the town, lying 
east ond west. its contours following the 
conventional art form of the breaking waive, 
A central pavilion crowns it, fanked by four 
smilier pavilions to lett anid right as the 
slopes descend, Cedars and white pines and 
spire grass Clothe it sketchily 

There is a4 legend that same thrifty em- 
peror created it by piling up a reserve Sup 
ply of coal against  stege, covering the 
fuel with dirt by way of camouflage—bul 
there is no coal here and never was, Ais 
hisinesdike people would have sold it at 
a reasonable proiit Jonmt centuries ia 
Alore Hhely it was mare of the dirt exca- 
vated trom the line of artificial lakes which 
the poetic inhabitants coll the “Three 
Seas, Lying in the old fmperial City. 

The pavilian on the crest houses a tall 
Buddha, once richly gilded, now scoured to 
drabness by the sur ancl wind, which broods 


eternally over the city. Standing between 
his knees, you are on the medial line of 
Peiping, and a little north of its exact center. 


A MILLION PEOPLE IN A ONE-STORY TOWN 


In general, the view of a one-story 
town, with geometrical patterns of low roofs 
and walled courtyards defined in blocks by 
the intersections of the ereal streets. From 
this Jewel rise the temples and pavilbons, 
oid the pate towers, the bright tiles of their 
roofs indicating official status, Yellow tile 
was wholly imperial: green tile and blue, 
the latter fare, meant the interest of the 
Government or the Imperial Family, 

There are, among the varicolored! roofs, 
surprisingly numerous lines and clumps of 
trees. «In the spring and summer. Peiping 
tives the impression of being extensively 
wooded: and in the winter, when the leaves 
wre off, you see that every temple inclosure 
and pleasure warden is set with noble ever- 
greens, white pines and cedars, so that the 
prospect is never barren. 
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OXCH CHIEF CITY OF AN EMPIRE, PRIPING MAY BROOME A CAPITAL AGAIN

the Tatar City. which was, under the Man- 
chus, divided pmong the Right Banners, 


each having its own district in the several 
quatrants 
Then your eye picks up the pinkish-red 


wall of the Imperial City, pierced oow by 


the great streets that run east and west, It 
was originally oa Jong, nourrew rectangle, 
lying from nerth to south on the axis of 
Peiping, Tt enchosed the “Three Seas," 
the lakes shining silver in the sun down its 
western: half; and in it were located the 
puilaces of the court officials and imperial 
princes, [t-stretches from the Tung Chang 
an Chieh to the ‘Ti An Men Ta Chih, 
north of Coal Hill, which are the two east 
and west boulevards. | 

The Republic smeared black paint and 
democratic blue over its imperial red; but 
it is pleasant to observe that the black and 
blue hove flaked away, and the ancient 
raddy water pigment persists to delight Ue 
‘eye. Tt is no longer a distmetive quarter; 
the howes of the dukes amd princes are 
nearly all for rent. 


THE VIGLET TOWN 


Within the Imperial City, on the exact 
center of all, oriented to the cardinal points 
af the compass, is the Forbidden City, the 
Violet Town, which was the residence of 
the. Dragon Emperors, [t is an inclosure 
a little longer than broad, and lies behinel a 
wide moat and o double wall, The moat, 
in the summer time, is full of flowering 
lotus, and white cranes stalk thoughtfully 
among the rose-pink blooms, 

Each comer of the wall has its tower, 
qmail, but very tichly ornamented. There 
are four gates, dhe to each face of the wall, 
and their names are notable: East Gate 
Gloriaus: West Gate Glorious; Gate. .of 
Divine Military Progress, which is the Shen 
Wu Men, the North Gate, wherefrom in 
[644 the last Ming Emperor went serrow- 
fully to strangle himself on Coal Hill across 
the way, while the triumphant rebel soldiers 
were breaking into the Imperial City out- 
side, ‘Through it fled the Empress Dowager 
when the Utternational Column battered! 
down the southern gates in P9oo. 

On the south is the Wu Men, the Merid- 


iat Gate, the great cate of ceremonies, not 
opened since the fall of the Empire. 

Only trom Coal Hill imumestigntely to the 
nitth, or from the White Dagoha in the Pe 
Hai to the northwest, can you bring the 
Forbidden City within the eye ot once, 
From either height, you see the simple out- 
line of its plan. Down the center fine the 
great piviligns march, one behind another, 
their roots tiled with imperial yellow, since 
all this was of the Throne, 

They are audience halls, council halls, 
hulls devetd to this phase or that of anecs- 
tral veneration, and imperial living quar- 
ters, Smaller buildings le along the wall 
to east and weet: houses for the concubines 
and eunuchs, andl space for stores, Each 
puivilion has ius courtyard and its formal 
approach. The courts are threaded by 
little conventional moats with white marble 
balustrades; the terraces are balustraded, 
as are the ceremonial flights of steps, 

In the north end are the pavilions and 
gardens that the Empress Dowager use. 
They are small and intimate, landscaped, 
shaded by cypress and cedar, and traversed 
by narrow walks among flower becks and 
fountains, for the old lady loved such things. 

Sure of Une buildings are used o< niu 


seums, doplaying much wrusual treasure, 


although, ai the time of the disturbances in 
1932 and 1933, most of the exhibits were 
boxed and shipped south, to the great in- 
digtition af Peiping, 


ROYAL, AND VIVID, COLOKS GF THE 


FORRIDDES CITy 


The Forbidden City displays the Chinese 
decorative scheme at its most extravagant 
and royal. Ut is dome in reds and yellows 
tind blues ond greens, all most violent. A 
little money is spent-on its upkeep, and per- 
haps the clowe-set walls save it fram the 
grinding of the wind-blown dust that dulls 
the colors and the gilding of place: in the 
LypeTh. 

The proportions of the buildings ure 
majestic without being vast, for the Chinese 
architect knew how to create his effects 
without relying on mere size, The clear 
sky and the brilliant sun enter into all con- 
ceptions; the ancret of their excellence lies 
between the air and light and @ jist balance 

m line and mass. 

Vet, os for size, there i a courtyard in 
the south section of the Forbidden City 
where, at a victory celebration in 1918, 
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some 15,000 troops were arrayed, with a 
large number af civilian officials snd Lt Eo 
tators, and it is related that the courtyard 
teemed in ne sense crowded. 

What now is seen in these palaces and 
courts is a setting only, a stage from which 
the players have departed, with their bright 
robes, their banners, and their stately 


processionals, 

About the public buildings of Peiping, 
the shrines, the balls, the pavilions, and 
the palaces, there are many books written. 
(eorman and Russian and HBnitish savants 
have measured and Oleaected and surveyed, 
French scholars have breathed much life 
inte the dry bones of architectine, dwell- 
ing with ardor, also, upon the pavilions 
of pleasure, and the marble-capped wells 
in Which were filed, head clownward, cis- 
carded favorites, male and female, af not- 
lm-immaciiate sovereign. 


VENERABLE STRUCTURES AME FLIMSY 


Many of the structures are jerry-built 
and flimsy, The Chinese lacquer with 
which the surfaces are face! is cheap stuif, 
prone to flake off tefore it attains age. The 
fine pai-leus that arch the streets and de- 
ime the approaches to important places are 
frail things which must be propped [rom 
every side while they are yet new, The 
stune, so intricately and beautifully carved, 
is soft and subject to quick erosion, 

Many of the most imposing edifwes;-such 
we the White Dagoba that dominates the 
et Hai, one of the “Three Seas,” are of 
brick and rubble, surfaced with plaster 
which, unless renewed every season, sloughs 
away in patches, Distant views are im- 
pressive, and close inspection disappointing, 

Yet there are many things that are beau- 
tiful with an ageless:beauty: corners af the 
Forbidden City, as delicate and fine as 
jewel filigree; the elaborate and cunning 
ormamentation under the eaves of the pa- 
vilions: the porcelain screens and arches: 
the timeless splendor of the tiled roofs. 
that persists in spite of the weeds and 
shrubs which spring from accumulations of 
dust in the cracks between the tiles, The 
patterns and designs are frozen in conven- 
tion, but trees and water, air and Tight, are 
intexral parts of every arrangement. 

After you have dutifully followed the 
puidebooks through a score of temples and 
palaces, your impressions will tend to tele- 
scope upon themselves, Gut there are two 
things that you will mever forget: the 
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Temple of Confucius and the Temple of 
Heaven. 

The Temple of Confucius is in the North 
cay (the northern section of the Tatar 

City), between the Lama Temple (see text, 
page 284), and the old Hall of Classics. 
You come to it throweh noiseme alleys that 
ae with scavenwer dags and naked chil- 

Feri, 

A peesage leads under murmurous dragon 
cypresses, between ranks of tull memorial 
tablets commemorating the visits and the 
patronages of emperors and princes, ‘The 
passage opens upon a low terrace fram which 
you descend to the central court by marble 
steps that fank a spirit stairway—Drapon 
eternally contending for the Pearl, between 
sculptured masses of sea and cloud. 

From it you face the temple, looking 
along an avenue of ancient trees so thickly 
set that their interlace branches cast a 
cool greenish gloom, very grateful In the 
summer time, Flanking it are low build- 
ings that serve as storehouses and sleeping 
quarters for the priests. 

The sun strikes throweh the trees and 
burns upon the ole red walls of the pavilions, 
and the freshly pointed patterns under the 
ovethungins eaves glow richly in reflected 
light: turquoise blies and emerald ereens, 
purples,-and reds,and yellows, There are 
small golden-roufed kiosks, ancl suecrifcial 
burners of o bronze no longer cast." The 
noises of the city do not-enter here. 


THE HIGH PLACE OF AS IDEA 


A gentle, courteous old priest with-a hair- 
less, weectic face materintizes from the 


shadows to attend vou: he is onobtrisive 


and detached in robes of gray and black. 
There & 0 statue in the shrine: it is the 
High Place of an idea. Tablets, richly en- 
ataved, bang above the altar, publishing the 
virtues of the Sage, and the gray ash of 
joss sticks in the incense burner testifies to 
the dewition of many worshipers. 

The thing is wholly of the spirit, You 
need know nothing of C ‘ornfucius, nuthing 
of Ching, to realize that here is peace made 
visible; here i tranquillity; here are a hal- 
ance amd a symmetry removed from striv- 
Ing: the conception of minds that have, 
after mature thoucht, settled their poreils- 
lems. Vou come away with the feeling

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that you have touched the edge of an Eliber 
Wisdom, 

Very different is the Temple of Heaven, 
cut to the south in the Chinese City. It 
stands most fiercely in the sun, its walls en- 
£ hosing a park lurger than the Forbidden 
Citv. You go up from the highway along 
a broad avenue, mounting by a ramp to the 
center of i terraced line of pavilions, “To 
the north is the round Hall of the Happy 
Year, its brilliant blue tiles and triple- 
roofed silhouette one of the distinctive 
things on the Peining skyline. 

Turning your back upon it, you. walk 
south, throwth open pavilions and succes- 
sive archways, to a stark altar of white 
carved marble, approached between winged 
columns, “The altar consists of three round 
termices, set one upon another, the tap one 
smallest. The steps that ascend to it-are 
in groups of nine, the mystical number: and 
the fugstenes of the pavement ore laid in 
concentric patterns. in multiples of mine. 
And the rool af that altar i the vault of 
bev en. 


WHERE EMPERORS OFFERED SACRIFICE 

Here the Emperor came to offer the 
Great Sacrifice on the day of the winter 
Solstice, to render His Tmperiat Anoesturs 
an account of ‘his stewardship, and to sa- 
licit their guidance for his people through 
the succeeding year, 

The gongs ring na more in that place, 
nor does any sivertitn in a yellow dragon 
cout bow under the sky. A brigade of 
suldiers billets in the temple inchosure, anc 
the atmosphere is bot improved by them. 
Weeds spring between the weathered white 
flagstones, and crows quartel in the groves 
or perch, sardonic, on the dragon-crested 
pavilions. Yet there remains an authentic 


it’. 

There & a third temple that draws most 
visitors and many native pilgrims: the Lama 
Temple, or rather monastery, the Yung Ho 
kung, up in the Tatar City, Tt enjoyed 
the particular patronage of the Manchu 
Dynasty, a5 attest its roofs of imperial yel- 
low tike, and it retains today a sort of soiled 
mnasenificence. 

Foreigners as well as pilgrims throng. to 
see the grotesque Devil Dances and to hear 
the booming pons and great braving horns 
of the Tibetan rituals, But the atmosphere 
Of the place te not silubrious, for the ‘Ti- 
hetan rites have imposed dark and ugly fea- 
tures upon the gentle Buddhist faith. The 
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Passion Buddha and his kin are displayed 
in abominable statuary. The lamas greedily 
solicit ifts. “The establishment carries an 
iimosphere dark and discordant in the sun- 
drenched Chinese seene. 


PEIPING'S “MAN TN THE STREET" 

There are no reliable census figures for 
any Chinese city, but the population of 
Peiping and the metropolitan district prob- 
ably is more than five million; of these per- 
haps a million and three hundred thousand 
live within the walls. 

a af the inhabitants are poor iolk, 

le who catn their living with their 
Reis ‘et these North Chinese are ro- 
bust and jolly, content with the- satisiac- 
tions of the moment and entirely ¢lisin- 
clined to borrow trouble, 

Crowded inescanably with his neighbors, 
the typical Peipingese is ready with the 
emolhent of courtesy In every relation: and 
ane realizes that, without the invariable 
and universal noliteniess that characterizes 
his common dealings, his life would be quite 
impossible, He regards his personal afinirs 
with sharp attention, and everything else, 
including famine, flood, and invasion, with 
impersonal curiosity ancl entire gow hummer. 

Such detachment is not, in Western eves, 
a virtue; but the Chinese has been: here 
longer than we have, and he will probubly 
survive alter the rest of as have worried 
ourselves to death, 

With such a population jammed within 
walis, it is SuTp ISIN to find sp much of the 
area af Peiping given over to public parks. 
But they have been public only since the 
fallof the Empire. Before that, they were 
the private pleasure gardens of the court, 

and the ceremonial spaces of the temples, 

Today, several parks ‘are open to the 
public and much enjoyed. The grounds af 
the “Sea Palaces” bordering the “Three 
Seas —Nan Ha, Chung Hai, and Pei Hai, 
nenning Sauth, M idle, and) North Sea— 
lie, one above the other, in the west-central 
part of the Tatar City, within the Imperial 
Wall, and west of the Forbidden City, 


WIRELESS CRACKLES OVER ANCIENT 
DEAOON=-CROWAED ROOFS 


The Jade Fountain, a lovely stream that 
breaks from the hill some six miles west, 
feeds the fine lake on which stands the old 
Empress Dowager’s Summer Palace. Then, 
conducted within the Wall, it spreads itseli 
through three urtificial Jukes, arounel 
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which are laid the pleasure gardens thal 
successive imperil dynasties haye loved 
and ornamented (see pages 200, 303). 

The Chung Hai was the site of the first 
presidential palace: Yuan Shih-kai took wp 
his residence in it. Now some of the boild- 
ings wre used by the Ministry of Communi- 
cathons, whose wireless installations crackle 
andl hum over the bright, dragon-crested 
rima{s.. 

Southeast of the Wu Men, the Meridian 
Gate, is the Tai Miso, the Ancestral Tem- 
ple. Its walks stretch under some of the 
oldest and finest trees in the city, “They are 
very thick, and the tall massof the Meridian 
Gale shuts away the alternoon sun. Gloomy, 
the place is frequented only by crows and 
young couples who desire seclusion. 

More popular is Central Park, to the west, 
opening also off the Tung Chang an (chieh, 
On a spring afternoon, when the plum trees 
and the cherry trees are in bloom, it is cer- 
tainly one of the most delightful places in 
the world. There ore restaurants and tea 
gurdens under avenues of trees; there are 
ornamental waterways, the most elaborate 
snl wonderful woldfish, and walks that wind 
through rock gardens and lines of Mower- 
ing irecs (see paye 301}. 

To this park come Chinese gentlefolk, 
with their iamilies; the smal) admission fee, 
hve cénts or so, sulfines to exclude the bee- 
gars and the coolie class, Poets and phi- 
losophers talk endlessly over tea and water- 
melon sees, aod family parties of three 
generations sit towether in grea good hun. 
Young men and women in fine new sum- 
mer silks walk up and down; and many of 
the girls are lovely, with skin Hike mag- 
nolin petals, and slim, exquisite firures, ane 
narrow. black-fringed eyes aware of spring. 


READY -COORED FOOD FROM MOKILE 
KITCHENS 

The life of Peiping lows along its streets." 
The citizens do not keep house, in the West- 
ern. sense; they buy their food, ready- 
cooked, fram street venders as. it is needed. 
On every corner you will see a mobile 
kitchen, with cooking pots amd braziers, 
trestles for counters and benches: for the 
trade, and a brass gong which the proprie- 
tor hammers mightily in the intervals of 
business. | 

The (Chinese foods are a study im them-

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selves. There are boluses of dough oon- 
taining chopped meat, rolled together amid 
the dust of the street, and turned out hot 
while you wait: and huge piles of fried 
cakes, the staple of the coolies; and over 
everything hangs the smell of bean sauce, 
There are davens of messes, at the nature 
of which you ean only guess. 

Most appetizing to see are the trays of 
chicken—amall broilers, split. and cooked in 
a fashion that gives them the appearance of 
being lacquered. These the housewife may 
take home, or the customer, stricken with 
hunger as he stands, may eat on the spot, 
tearing his bird apart with his finwers and 
washing the mouthfuls down with tea. 


SCULFTORS IN DOUGH O8 SLIGAE 


Each dealer is a ialist, This fellow 
may purvey sea foods, that one meat, and 
another vegetables, raw and boiled. Most 
diverting is the noodle man, and most im- 
portant, for Chinese life without noodles is 
unthinkable (see illustration, page 299), 

To see a good noodle man at his mystery 
is to admire @ finished artist. His equip- 
ment includes o flat bore and o roller, but 
he does most of the work with his fingers. 
He sprinkle: four thriftily, calches. up a 
lump of dough, and rolls your noodles to 
your specifications, You can have them 
round, square, flat, or hexagonal. In his 
fingers the dough becomes fluent as water 
and alive os a handful of snokes, yet under 
feeiees discipline. The strands pull out 
ike candy, divine, and subilivice, ane divine 


again, quadrupling with every pass; until 


they are as fine as spaghetti. 

Old residents of China, entertaining out- 
landers, bringin noodle men to exhibit their 
art in the drawing room oufter dinner, and 
they give no bad show, 

Accomplished persons also are the candy 
men, wheee stands delight the children of 
the streets, ‘The candy merchant blows and 
spins melted sugar inte fantastic shapes, 
working with the technique of o sculptor 
and the finger-crait of a lacemaker. 

He sets out, on his barrow, tiny melting 
pots and bragiers, jars of bright-colored 


sugars, a whole battery of blowing-reeds in 


craduated sizes, and a light cane frame for 
the display of his procluctions: He. takes 
his sugar, heats it, manipulates rapidly ana 
mysteriously, and brings admitable things 
into being: a rat with an expressive tail: a 
lotus flower, petals and all, exactly colored: 
in ornamental vase with o slender neck, a 
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mounted warrior of wild and romantic 
aspect; and—tor clients able to pay the 
price—a wondrous dragon, complete with 
ecules, hors, and dreadful claws. His 
Young patrons stare, ancl Caer, anid [ruir- 
those thriftily with small coppers. 

The peddlers on the: streets raise their 
cries all day ancl all nicht, distinetive anil 
more or less melodious: The minor wail of 
the prawn yender ts teadily distinguished 
from the lamentable howl of the persimmon 
Suicsman, Cthers, hawking their spectal- 
ties, attract athention by striking: @ongs anel 
by brandishing hollow woolen ducks whith 
PvE a resonant sound. The sellers of sweet 
valer—otinking water—trundle their drip- 
ning tanks on barrows, and their ungrease! 
wheols need no further antiouncement, 

Statietice in China are never reliable, 
Becnie Statistics have been from time 
mmenonal the cemputed base for tien,- 
tion and military servict, citizens have 
carried the arts of falsification to extreme 
rennemenis, Hut ome concludes that about 
half the gow] peaple of Peiping live by 
peddling things to the other half.

Yet you stop to look, becnuse one oi the 
perennial Peiping stories is af the innocent 
tourist who bought from such a vender what 
he took te be a ring of Peiping glass for one 
dollar, Mex, Next day an expert—the 
nlace is full of experts—aliscovered that the 
ring was of the very finest jewel jade, worth 
fiteen hundred wild! Rare old. things may 
be picked up, by luck and*skill, but most 
of such stuff is- trash, 

There ate curio shops where, a5 in Marco 
Polo's day, rare and valuable things of the 
world are up for sale. They exist in wide 
variety, with objects and prices graduated 
loevery purse and taste, Some shops are 
reputable, and assess honestly the things 
they ée1), ancl stand behind them. But in 
most shops, let the buyer beware. 

A great many Chinese have been making 
a great many things, with patience and no 
little artistry. through twenty or more cen- 
turies. and much of the best stuff has drifted 
into Peiping ot one timeor another. But it 
hes all been picked over: and the best is 
endlessly copted. The (Chinese are Oona, 
mate imitators. In China all things have 


their price; museum guards have been 
known to be bribed and to look the other 
wov while a clever imitation was substi 
tuted fora coveted oriyinal 

There are, of course, certain hallmarks 
of authenticity, known to experts; yet I 
have seen piled upon the back of one small 
porcelain hore as many opinions as there 
were experts in the conference. TY that 
horse had been ‘Tang. a5 one expert certi- 
hed it would have been worth considerably 
more than its weeht in gold: if-a modern 
initation, as the other asserted hothy, about 
ighty cents Mex. would hove been a fair 
houre. 

The dealer who displayed it is an honest 
person, and declined to be a purty to the 
armument, or to decide where experts dis- 
acreed, She offered it to me for SIS Aex., 
which was the price she paid for it; ond | 
ive It now, 

There are, however, authentic treasures. 
T remember-a small, shallow Ming bow! in a 
private callection, as thin as am e¢epsoell, 
and as transparentas parchment. When you 
held it to the light you saw a dragon curled 
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around it, perfect in every: scale: and claw, 
altog ether marvelous; and it rang: like o 
little Silver bell. A tuseurm haitiad: own iH, 
orm very, very mich man. And there are 
vid bronzes, older than the Christian Era, 
with the ancient “grass writing” engraved 


upon them; gongs, vessels, incense bumers, 


that have the inimitable feel and patina of 
preat age, and a eruciovsness of outline and 
proportion that has been lost for two thou- 
sand years. 

There are carved vores and jades and 
crystals.of patterns delicate as flowers, each 
one the labor of a craftsman’s life, all of 
breath-taking Joveliness, There is beauty 
in the widest variety of furms, and now 
and then saniething superlative, for which 
ne expert testimony is required. 


The buzaar off Morrison Street, near the 
Legation Quarter, ts a place worth visiting. 
In it hundreds of littl stalls anel shops, 
partly roofed, partly open, offer for sale 
everyiling that you can imagine m the 
wiy of food, drink, wearing apparel, tovs, 
books, and ornaments, 

For the housewife there are trays of lac- 
quered chickens and ducks, shork fins and 
birds’ nesis from the suuth; all manner of 
dried and salted fish and meats, nuts, can- 
diet fruits, and fresh fruits in season. ‘The 
Fruit stolis ure particularly attractive, for 
the Chinese has on exact eye for form and 
color; and the grapes, the golden persim- 
mons, the veeetables, and) the assorted muts 
muke splendid displays, 

There are whole army corps: of toy sol- 
diers, made of painted clay: horses, wooden 
swords, harriiic dragons, coiled snukes that 
spring at-you from boxes. ‘The brass mer- 
chants offer Berares ware and its Chinese 
imitations, and elephants carved in ivory, 
ebony, and’ bane, 

There gre booksheps and statlonery 
shops. with sheaves of brushes and cakes of 
ink, attractive to scholars. 

Here goldfish are displayed, and there 
flowers. Clothing, both Chinese and West- 
ern, offered, You may buy fur cape and 
walking canes, riding crops, and old books 
in any language, porcelains and bronzes ane 
jades, und cheap cigarette holders. 

The place t crowded night and day, 
stifling hot in summer, and bitter cold 
through the winter months. 

Elsewhere, cach craft has its section and 
its street, Vou go to Lantern Street in the 
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Chinese City for lamp shades and paner 
omament:, and horn lanterns, now getting 
rare and all very old. Bead Street unl 
Silver Street offer jewels and fine metals. 
The rug sellers display their weavings in a 
long row down Chieti Men Street. Else- 
where are the furniture houses, offering the 
polished Iont of old palaces and the manu- 
facture to order of anything new. 


“HON OW ABLE SPRINELERS OF WATER” 


Peiping lingers in the handicraft age, 
Industrialism will mean another set of 
troubles for the already sorely perplexed 
lanicl, A case in point is the recent matter 
af the water sprinklers, the ancient and 
honorable assocuition of persons who, 
throwh generations, have followed the pro- 
fession of laying the dust by scattering dip- 
persful of water along the wind-soourged 
ways. Their uperations are entirely inef- 
fective when there is any air moving, but 
the occupation is a respected one and gives 
a hibadal to perhaps eleven thousand of 

¢ crai 

Recently, a European firm offered the 
municipality a fine largain in motorized 
water sprinklers, pointing out the saving in 

pane and the increase in efficiency that 
woul follow. The municipality was im- 
pressed, ond hod sabowt signet! on order, 
when representatives of the water-sprink- 
ling profession protested. 

“Tt may be: true.” they said in effect, 
“that twenty men, on ten of these devyil- 
warons, Will Iny nore dist thin we do. 
But we will be out of a job, elewen thousand 
of as. We and otir fathers before us have 
heen honorable sprinklers of water, We 
know no other profession, How will you 
then feed ws and our families?” 

The Muyvor saw the point, and, as this is 
written, the wiater sprinklers are still em- 
ployed, with their dippers and their little 
wheeled tanks. 

Ricksha coolies are a special study, 
There are 4 great many of them, swarming 
und clamerous. [n 1933 about 35,000 were 
reristered with the police (see page JOT), 

The aristocrats of the profession are the 
private coolies, maintained by individuals 
at twelve or fifteen. collars Mex, a month. 
They are big omen, deep in the chest anil 
long in the stride, like Kentucky racehorses. 
capable of trotting from the Legation 
Quarter to the North City—three miles or 
so—withont distress, Their litth vehicles 
are -elezant with brightwork ond -yarnish, 
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snowy seat covers, and tiny rugs for the 
fonthearis, | 

They have a pride of service, and clear 
the way with shouts as they proceed, They 
collect, also, fixed percentages, or commis- 
sions, rather, from the merchants, an every 
purchase the master makes from thelr con- 
veyance: and the ambitious ones rise tn 
station to houseboy, or even to the fine 
position of Number One, 


Next in the hierarchy come the groups 


attached to the hotels and the tourist agen- 
ciet, with recognized stands; They are 
likely to be robust, well-fed, and can act 
copably as guides for both shoppers and 
sight-seers, They also may rise in the 
world. | 

Lowest in the scale are the inferior car- 
riers Who cruise the streeta, depenclent on 
casual custom. Their vehicles ore not so 
Clean or so well-kept, and ne proud patron 
seis them up in neat new garments, Some 
of these men are very old, and some very 
young, and their living f% scanty and pre- 
carious. They mist pay their rent—nearly 
all ricksbas are rented by the day from con- 
tractors, as are taxicabs in some American 
rities— nl they must eat on such few cop- 
pers as are lett over.

take many of them. 

The guild of ricksha coolies is large 
and powerful, and it made great trouble 
for the Peiping municipality when the first 
tramcars were introduced, [1 assembled 
In mobs against the cars, picked them up 
hodily, and Aung them off the trucks; but 
Lhere still oppears to be castam- enough for 
loth carriers, The vehicle itself is. com- 
fortable to use, and light and ingenious in 
construction. The wooden parts are male 
and assembled locally; but the wheels und 
metal housings ore largely manufactured 
in the State of New Jersey. They run 
amoothly and are miracles of balance, so 
that, once the codlie ets under way, his 
lnadl rolls easily behind him, 

No one hurries much in Peiping; and for 
movement in the city, many prefer a rick- 
sha toa motorcar. It is cheap transporta= 
tion, For twenty cents Mex. you can ride 
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anywhere, The ondlies light little spirit 
lamps after sundown and drift like fireflies 
along the boulevards, The pad-pad of their 
feet is ont of the distinctive street sounds 
of Peipine. 

The broad paved thoroughfares have 
zonarous tithes, and on them traffic passes 
swiltly from one side of the city to the 
other. Running off to each side, as irra- 
tional and aimless as cow paths, are the 
Aufunges, or alleys—along them great resi- 
dences, temples, humble dwelling places, 
restaurants, cabarets, singsong homers, and 
shape buddle side by side, without order 
Or system. 

Unpaved, muddy In wet weather, dusty 
in dry, lighted scantily or not at all, the 
Peiping. hutungs are singularly uninviting 
in aspect, depressing to travelers, Hardly 
anywhere are they wide enough for two 
motors to pass abreast, and rickshas are 
forced to maneuver carefully through them. 
Except for the shop fronts, they ig be 
view monotonous muc- colored walls, 
feet high or more, with broken loss et in 
the masonry on top to discourage wunan- 
thorized visitors, 

The only relief is an occasional red- 
painted door, with massive studs of brass, 
indicating something important on the other 
side. ‘Through such a door you may find, 
beyond the scowling gate gods and the in- 
evituble spirit wall, gardens anid pavilions 
of utter beauty. Hut there i no hint of 
the interior trom without. 


THOUSAND SONS: LANE AND CUTTING 
TMROAT ALLEY 


At their best, the butunzs are filthy, the 
receptacles of sewage, the playground of 
brats and surly dogs, and the natives who 
pursue their occasions along them perform 
their natural functions unabashed: fut in 
their names the poetic genius of the ‘(Chinese 
flowers extravagantly. 

For example, there are Collected Water 
Rapid: Thousand Sons Lane, so called be- 
cause the families there were prolific in the 
time of the Mings; Full of Cash Alley, that 
was close to the imperial mint; Front Ink 
River—as distinguished from another dark 
and sory gut near by called Back Ink 
River; Cutting Throwt Alley, a region at- 
tractive to suicides: Flowers Worked with 
Ringishers’ Feathers Bend, known in Mon- 
gol dynasty days as Stink Hole, but a dis 
trict given over to the manufacture of 
ladies’ headdresses since the Mings, 
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There are Pig's Camp, near the pig mar- 
ket: Lantern Market Alley, where Ming 
and Manchu gentry bought lanterns for the 
great festival of departed souls in the First 
Month of the Moon Vear, and where you 
may still buy them; Perfumed Humanity 
Road: Road of Flowery Benevolence: Atley 
That Gets No Sun: Hat and Cap Establish- 
ments; Lane of Crystallized Fragrance, be- 
cause, long ago, there was a garden that 
emielled sweet; and Hsiang Ehr, in the 
south City, named for a famous lady of 
pleasure, who lived there half a thousand 
years ago. Her beauty is still remembered. 


PIORONS WEAR: WHISTLES 


There is: much bird life in the city. Crows 
and magpies are everywhere. Cuckoos are 
noisy in the tall trees, and in the early 
mornings the crested! hnopoes walk famil- 
iarly about the compounds. 

The Chinese are ardent bird fanciers, ancl 
any afternoon you may see old gentle- 
men—and young gentlemen, too—-strolling 
with captive birds an sticks, to take the 
alr. The bird stalls in the street bazaars 
are always crowded, offering species for any 
taste or pocketbook: hawks and falcons, 
thrshes, larks, and the strange brht- 
colored warblers and finches of Asia. 

You will remember most the pigeons that 
wheel and dart in swift flocks above the 
city, because of the pigeon whistles, 

The North City is largely residential, ancl 
therefore quiet, Riding through it, or sit- 
ting in some shaded compound for tea, you 
will bear shrill reedy sounds, thin and a 
little sad. coming down from the upper air, 
It is a noise unearthly altogether, coming, 
they tell you, from tiny cane pipes cum- 
ningly fastened to the pigeon’s tol, 

The bitds are, of course, tame, going out 
from known dovecotes. One bird in each 
flock carries the whistle, and whether the 
others follow him because of his music, | 
do not know: but the noise comes from the 
rush of air through the cane, 

But there are may pigwens over Peiping, 
and on a windy dity, it is. us if feeble, rest- 
less ghosts wailed in the air, lamenting 
things far off and long forgotten, 


LIFE IN THE LEGATION QUARTER: 


Tf you look from Coal Hill along the 
Tatar Wall, between Chien Men and Hata 
Men, you see familiar flags flying; Ameri- 
can, English, French, Japanese, Ftalian, 
Smanish Netherland, Germin, Helziin, 
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Danish. These, with the tall radia towers 
of the American Guard, mark the Legation 
Quarter. Itlies against the south wall, from 
Chien Men east to Hota Men, and north to 
the Tung Chang An Chieb, sbout a mile by 
three-eighths of a mile, 

It is a narrow rectunvle, surrounded on 
three sidts by defense walls: loopholed for 
small arms, after the tactics of the early 
nineteen hundreds—before high-angle fire 
was. much considered—and by the open 
expanse of the [nternational Glacis, 

Within it are the Legations of the Powers, 
the foreizn banks, a few foreign business 
establishments, a hotel, the compounds of 
the Customs, Salt, and Postal acdministra- 
tions, a number of residences and apmart- 
ment houses occupied by foreigners, and 
the foreign clubs. It is a city within a 
city, planned to be self-sustaining through 
an indefinite periad. 

The Legations were not always concen- 
trated, Before 1900, the Boxer year, they 
were scattered, But in that year the Le 
pations hatl a bad time of it: underwent 
i highly unpleasant siege in the hot weather, 
June to August, and were relieved when 
very near the limit of their rice and pony- 
meat, by an International Column that had 
no easy progress up from the sea. 

The British preserve a stretch of the 
bullet-chipped wall that covered them, now 
inscribed, “Lest We Forget”: and there is 
i fragment of the old German barricade on 
the Totar Wall, where the German. Guards 
aul the American Marines fought hack to 
back, the one facing Hata Men and the 
other Chien Men, 

In the Boxer Protocol, the instrument 
that adjusted matters when the chastened 
Imperial Government consented to see rea- 
son, the Powers took over this area for 
themselves, declared) it international terri- 
tory, sand organized j it on a& permanent basis. 
Tt is administered by an International 
Council, and has its own police force, water 
system, ‘and power plant,

DUST STORMS SHOWER SHIPS AT SEA 


The dust storm is the most impressive 
phenomenon of the region. Long ago North 
China was deforested, ‘The hills that rim 
the plain are treeless, and bear the scantiest 
covering of grass: wind and eresion have 
stripped them to their rocky bones. 

After the crops ure in, the thrifty natives 
sift the very dust for prass blades, roots, 
and seeds. The best of their cleaning is 
‘eaten, and the residuum is pressed into little 
cakes for fuel. Therefore, in the fall, the 
land lies naked, and the fierce winds that 
drive down from Mongolia pick up the top 
soil and carry it high and far, so that-ships 
& hundred miles at sea receive tt on their 
decks, 

When the dust storms come, no person 
who can avoid it goes outside, The sun is 
withdrawn and there is a brownish gloom 
at noon, through which wunfortiunates who 
have to be abroad grope with their heads 
muffled in clothes, like wind-driven ghosts, 
You seal your windows and doors, but the 
fine dust sifts through, filming everything 
in the house, and favoring beth food and 
drink with grit. 

Politically, the place is dead, “The lega- 
tions stand, but the ministera do their busi- 
nessin Nanking. Strategically, it 1s impor- 
tant as the commutication center in the 
north, 

Yet, the millions who have lived and 
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worked and died in Peiping through the 
long centunes have set a seal on it that 
neither time nor politics can obliterate, for 
it has meant so much in the world for so 
long. It is still the gateway to a lind rich 
aniel ancient in the spirit of the past, a land 
eriectly known and little understood.
